MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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Seeds Under Cullom’s 
Frank. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—[Spectal.]— 
Lieut. Gov. Sherman of I'!linols will not be 
named as a member of the interstate com- 
merce commission to succeed ex-Gov. Fifer, 
who has announced his intention to resign 
on Jan. 1. President Roosevelt permitted it 
to be known today that he had selected a 
man to fill the vacancy who comes from an- 
other part of the country than Illinois. This 
“busts up” the deal made by the Illinois 
federal crowd. It snatches*’from Sherman's 
lips the “‘ mess of pottage ’"’ handed him by 
Senator Cullom et al. as the price of his 
withdrawal from the senatorial race. It does 
not, however, reinstate the lieutenant gov- 
ernor in the contest. It might be said that 
the angular statesman has been left “‘ hold- 
ing the bag.” 


Cullom to See Roosevelt. 

This irformation, which soon circulated 
among Illinois politicians in Washington, 
created deepest interest because of its pos- 
sible bearing upon the Illinois senatorial cam- 
paign. Senator Cullom, who arrived in 
Washington on Saturday, will go to the White 
house tomorrow to talk with the president. 

The president has stated he did not propose 
to permit such an important place as that 
of interstate commerce commissioner, who 
will have duties to perform under projected 
legislation more important than has been the 
case in the past, to be disposed of like a pack- 
age of seeds or a bundle of public documents 
which could be mailed under the frank of 
Senator Cullom. ; 

Senator Cullom, when he learned the presi- 
dent's position, nalvely said that there was 
no question of a bargain or anything of that 
kind connected with his efforts to have an 
Illinois man appointed. He looks upon Lieut, 
Gov, Sherman as one of the ablest men that 
could be found in the country to succeed ex- 
Gov, Fifer, and declares he will urge his 
claims on the ground of his fitness and be- 
cause the. vacancy to be created belongs, in 
a sense, to Lilinols. 

Senator Cullom says he has been think- 
ing of Mr. Sherman in connection with the 
interstate commerce commissionership for 
more than a year, since the time, in fact, 
when Mr. Fifer told him that he proposed 
to leave the government service. 


No Illinois Man Suggested. 

The president already knows that Senator 
Cullom is anxious that an Illinois man should 
be designated, but no name has been pre- 
sented up to this time. 

In the talk: which will occur at the White 
house tomorrow the railroad rate question 
will be discussed, and, in a_ general way, 
President Roosevelt will find that Senator 
Cullom will support him in his efforts to se- 
cure the enactment of legislation which will 
cure the railroad rate evil. Senator Aldrich 
of Rhode Island, chairman of the senate 
finance committee, who saw the president 
today, believes that a compromise measure 
will result, and that the new bill drafted by 
the president and Representative Townsend 
will not be passed in the shape proposed. 

As chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, Senator Cullom can wield a tremen- 
dous influence in connection with the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with Santo Domingo, and 
it Is suggested significantly today that the 
first treaty with Santo Domingo failed be- 
eause of the personal hostility of Senator 
Sumner for Secretary of State Seward. The 
treaty now pending and the legislation for 
the settlement of the railroad rate question 
are two matters of leading importance in 
the president's congressional program. 
Senator Cullom’s wishes in the matter of the 
appointment will have to receive certain 
consideration, therefore, from the president. 


Mere Politician Not Wanted. 

But from the White house point of view 
it is as necessary to change the personnel of 
the interstate commerce commission as it 
is to make a change in the law, and it is 
equally,as necessary to divorce the subject 
from politics. 

The president proposes to place men on the 
commission of tried ability, men in whom the 
country will have full confidence. He does 
not want mere politicians, whose appoint- 
ment would lead the country to believe that 
the movement for réasonable freight rates 
was not genuine and was simply approved 
for political advantage and trading. 

What the president has done, what he has 
said, and the earnestness with which he 
has handled the subject have convinced the 
American people that he has been acting 
with his usual squareness; and men who 
have talked with him are satisfied that he 
will not nullify the legislation which he has 
secured and which the whole country has 
approved by naming a commission incapable 
of dealing broadly and justly with railroad 
questions. 

There are five members of the interstate 
commerce commission—Martin A. Knapp of 
New York, chairman; Judson C. Clements of 
Georgia, ex-Senator Francis M. Cockrell of 
Missouri, Charles A. Prouty of Vermont, and 
Joseph W. Fifer of Mlinois. It is said in re- 
liable quarters that the only member of the 
commission who has a chance of remaining 
is Mr. Knapp. Mr. Prouty, who ifs espe- 
cially a strong man, and whose course has 
aroused the hostility of the railroads, re- 
turned to Washington today from Vermont, 
where he has been arranging for the manage- 
ment of certaih business enterprises in case 
he should retire from public service during 
the coming winter. 


Wants Five Able Lawyers. 

Aside from the person who has been select- 
éd as Mr. Fifer’s successor the president has 
not determined upon any owe, but he intends 
to obtain able lawyers, familiar with railroad 
and eorporation practice, who will under- 
stand fully the grave questions they will be 
called upon to consider and whose judgment 
will not be tainted with the suspicion that 
they have acted injudiciously or in the inter- 
est of the railroads or of the shippers. 

The president's long administrative career 
makes him appreciate that in order to get 
satisfactory results from the law it is neces- 
sary properly to execute it, and that good 
men are essential to secure such execution. 
| Senator Cullom is saying little about the 
political situation in Illinois, though he is 
confident the people of the state are with 
him and that he will be reélected. He is 
preparing a statement of his views on rail- 
road rate legislation, and will have a good 
deal to say in regard to the provisions ofthe 
measure which the senate committee will

President Opens War on Brutality 
in College Athletics. 


CALLS “COACHES” TO HIS AID. 


Yale, Harvard, and Princeton Foot- 
ball Men at the White House. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—[Special.]— 


Tinited States, but as an American citizen 


come out of a football game with a “slit 
eyebrow” and a “cauliflower ear,’”’ has 
started a movement to put down brutality 
in football. 

To aid him in his crusade he called to the 
White house today Walter C. Camp, general 
adviser.of Yale athletics, Willlam C. Reid 
Jr., the Harvard football coach, “ Doc’’ 
Hildebrand, the Princeton coach, “ Jack”’ 
Owsley, the Yale coach, Dr. E. H. Nichols, 
and John B. Fine. Secretary Root partici- 
pated in the conference. 


Plans War on Brutal Sport. 

To these men, who practically con.rol the 
best part of college athletics in the east, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt avowed his purpose to “ in- 
augurate a movement having for its object 
absolutely clean sport and the eradication 
of professionalism, money making, and brn- 
tality from college games. 

The president has enjoyed a long acquaint- 
ance with the men with whom he talked to- 
day, and he talked with them in a practical, 
personal way of the reforms which he consid- 
ers necessary in order to establish a higher 
standard of sport. 

He suggested the adoption of drastic rules 
in an intercollegiate code, under which any 
college team guilty of brutality or unsports- 
manlike conduct shall be excluded from par- 
ticipating In contests with other colleges, 


Wants Clean, Manly Sport. 

There is no firmer believer in healthful 
sports than President Roosevelt. Heis him- 
self an athlete. He believes in athletics. 
The fact that his son, Theodore Jr., has just 
entered Harvard, and that he has other sons 
who will some day go to college, lends a 
personal interest to his action, besides his 
general interest to advance college sports 
all over the country. ‘ 

The president did most of the talking at 
the conference today, and what he sald was 
practically a reiteration of the speech he 
made at Harvard last June. In the course 
of that speech he sald: 

“I belleve in outdoor games and I do not 
mind in the least that they are rough games, 
or that those who take part in them are 
occasionally injured. I have no sympathy 
whatever with the overwrought sentimental- 
ity that would keep a young man in cotton 
wool, amd I have a hearty contempt for him 
if he counts a broken arm or collarbone as of 
serious consequence when balanced against 
the chance of showing that he possesses 
hardihood, physical address, and courage, 


Contempt for Low Cunning. 

“ But when these Injuries are inflicted by 
others, elther wantonly or of set design, we 
are confronted by the question, not of dam- 
age to one man’s body but of damage tothe 
other man’s character. 

“ Brutality in playing a game should awak- 
en the heartiest and most Plainly shown 
contempt for the player guilty of It, especial- 
ly if this brutality is coupled with a low 
cunning in committing !t without getting 
caught by the umpire. 

“I hope to see both graduate and under- 
graduate opinion come to scorn such a man 
as one guilty of base and dishonorable ac- 
tion, who has no place in the regard of gal- 
lant and upright men.”’ 

The conference between the president and 
the athletes named began at luncheon, which 
occurred at 1:30, and did not end untff shortly 
before 4 o'clock, when the guests left hur- 
riedly to catch the train for New York. It 
is understood they will endeavor to have

Vox Populi Can Find but Three 
Really Great Americans. 


EVEN POE IS RULED OUT. 


Whittier, Lowell, and-Sherman Only 
New Names Allowed in Hall. 


New York, Oct. 9.—[Special.}—The second 
quinquennial correction of the vox populi 


Theodore Roosevelt, not as president of the | 


and the father of a college boy who has just | 


began this afternoon, and three Americahs 
entered the hall of fame of New York uni- 
versity. James Russell Lowell scored at the 
top, William Tecumseh Sherman was sec- 
ond best, and John Greenleaf Whittier 
scraped in along with them, with nothing 
to spare. 

There was no occasion for any one to feel 
proud of himself. Each needed 51 votes out 
of 95 to be famous. Lowell polled 58, Sher- 
man 57, and Whittier pretty nearly stuck in 
the turnstile with 52. Poe, Cooper, Phillips 
Brooks, et al. didn’t arrive at all. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes lacked but three votes of 
being famous. 

In 1900 the first attempt was made to find 
enough famous Americans for the hall of 
fame. It failed wretchedly. A committee 
of 100 public spirited men, college professors, 
presidents, lawyers, editors, and the like. 
were to choose fifteen names by a majority 
vote asastarter. It appears that there were 
only twenty-nine genuine famous Americans 
at that date. 

Fame Goes to Waste. 

The electors appointed a committee to 
watch the obituary column and adjourned 
for five years. This year the committee 
which counts the ballots over in the council 
roons at Washington square failed still more 
wretchedly. The market is miserable. The 
ballots for nearly half of the nominees have 
been counted, and only three great Ameri- 
cans have proved their worth. 

It isn’t the fault of the entries. There's 
any amount of fame ready to stand up and 
be counted. Take Edgar Allan Poe, for ex- 
ample. He only got 48 votes. There were 
only ninety-five electors voting, by the way, 
as five failed to deposit their ballots. Prob- 
ably they felt that the responsibility was 
too much. 

Noah Webster could poll only 82 votes. 
George Bancroft and Horace Greeley got 
84, and Cooper 43. Nathan Hale was famous 
just 10. William Cullen Bryant, Francis 
Parkman, and John L. Motley each was shy 
six votes. 

No Teachers Have Arrived. 

In the class of teachers no nominee re- 
ceived 51 votes, and this corner of the hall 
of fame will receive no addition this year. 
Phillips Brooks, who received 49 votes, was 
the leader in this class, Mark Hopkins, with 
88, being. second. 

No jurist or scientist was chosen, Rufus 
Choate, who led in the former class, receiving 
only: 81 votes, while Joseph Henry, who led 
the scientists, received 32. Chief among the 
soldiers who failed of election were Na- 
thaniel Greene with 388 votes, ‘‘ Stonewall ”’ 
Jackson with 21, and George Rogers Clark 
with 20. 

Another Inning Today. 

Today famous authors, teachers, scientists, 
soldiers, and jurists were settled. Tomor- 
row statesmen, foreign born famous Amer- 
icans, famous women Americans, and the 
septimi will have a hearing. This septimi 
class is a sort of free forall. All dead Amer- 
icans that have had enough friends to nom- 
inate them but couldn't crowd into any of 
the other classes are booked as septimi.

LEFT AS DEAD IN STREET. 


Patrick McGarry Is Found Dan- 
gerously Wounded. 


MAY BE BRUTAL ROBBERY. 


Witness Tells of Seeing Three Men 
Throw Body on Street Car Tracks. 


A brutal and mysterious robbery in the 
street may: be back of the dangerous and 
probably fatal injuries from whicl# Patrick 
McGarry, a well known manufacturer, is suf- 
fering in the county hospital. Mr. McGarry 
is 50 years old, and is the senior member of 
the firm of Patrick McGarry & Son, boiller- 
makers, 1175-1181 South Paulina street. He 
lives at 442 Seminary avenue. 

The alleged attack occurred early last night 
in Robey, between « ulton and Lake streets. 
The men who are said to have assailed him 
are accused of throwing him in front ofa 
Robey street car after taking more than $100 
from his pockets. 


Body Found Near Car Tracks. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock Mr. McGarry was 
found lying near the car tracks. He was 
seen by John Ryde, 786 West Carroll ave- 
nue, who notified the police, and he was taken 
to the hospital in an ambulance. It was 
found that he had sustained a fractured 
skull and internal injuries, the extent of 
which could not be ascertained. The doctors 
give little hope of his recovery. At 2a. m. 
he had not regained consciousness, 

The police at first regarded the case as 
a street car accident, but they were told 
later by a man who said he was an eye wit- 
ness that two robbers struck Mr. McGarry, 
took his money, and pushed him over on the 
tracks in front of a passing car. The fender 


‘went over the man, but the car was stopped 


before the wheels passed over him. 

Mr. McGarry had been visiting friends on 
the west side on his way home from his boller 
works ahd was starting for the north side 
when he was struck. 


Witness Tells of Robbery. 

“YT was walking along Robey street, when 
I noticed two men ahead of me, and as the 
atreet was dark and few pedestrians in sight 
I was inclined to allow them to take the lead,” 
said the man who claimed he was a spectator 
of the assault. “At Fulton street 1 noticed 
Mr. McGarry turn into Robey and the two 
men followed, until about midway between 
Fulton and Lake, and then I saw one of them 
strike him and he fell. They started to go 
through his pockets. A Robey street car 
was passing and they threw him toward it. 
The injured man having been found at the 
corner of Lake and Robey, they must have 
thrown him on the side of the track and the 
fender of the car caught the clothing and 
dragged him for a considerabig distance. I 
admit I was scared. I went in search of 
help, and when I finally got a telephone to 
notify the police I found they had already 
been advised and were on the ground, andl 
left and came downtown.” 


Wife and Son at Hospital. 
Mrs. McGarry and her son spent the great- 
er part of the night at the hospital, and could 
not say whether they suspected a holdup.

Precedent. 


—— 


Mayor Dunne forced his “ contract plan" 


for municipal ownership to an issue at the 
city council meeting last eve When 
the battle was over his pet project had been 


ignominiously defeated and he himself hu- 


miliated to a degree unknown to any mayor 
Chicago ever had. 

It was the most sensational council meet- 
ing known in the history of the city sings 
the one occasion when two contesting par- 
ties fought over the election of a mayor to 
fill the unexpired term of the first Mayor 
Harrison. It lacked the physical violence 
of that contest, but it made up in the bit- 
terness of the debate. Aldermen told each 
other exactly what they thought of them, 
and personal allusions were the order of 
the evening. 


Mayor Beaten on Two Roll Calls, 

Mayor Dunne was beaten, and decisively 
‘beaten, on tyo roll calls. On one of them the 
aldermen set aside a ruling of his by a vote 
of 41 to 22, and on the second sent to the 
hostile committee on local transportation an 
order he had intrdduced instructing the com- 
mittee how to act. The vote on this was 
to 18, a two-thirds mapority against the 
mayor. 

Both debate and roll calls had the merit 
of being without evasion and to the point. 
The issue was cleanly cut and fought to @ 
finish. There was not enough dodging among 
the aldermen on the roll call to be worth con* 
sidering. Practically every man stood up 


and was counted. When it was all over it - 


was found that the mayor had only four re- 
publican aldermen on whom he could depend, 
while fifteen out of twenty-nine democrats 
voted against him—this with three repub- 
HNoans and three democrats not voting. 

The result was taken as the end of the 
mayor’s “‘contract plan.” It was so thor- 
oughly demonstrated that it could never be 
passed that further attempt would look 
useless. 


“City Plan” May Be Tried. 
What is expected, however, is that the 
mayor will abandon this plan now, and bring 
in its place his alternative or “city plan”’ 
This contemplates the acquirement, by pur 
chase or condemnation, of all the lines of 
the existing street car companies, the form

cated by Mayor Dunne during his campaign 
for election. 
result of last evening’s contest was: 

“I am satisfied. I brought the matter te 
an issue and it has been fought out. Te 
night’s roll calls at least have cleared the 
municipal atmosphere. 

“I believe the contract plan is the most 
practical and rational for the solution of 
Chicago’s traction problem. I probably shall 
have another message for the council on 
the traction situation covering the latest de- 
velopments for the next meeting. What that 
message will be I cannot say now. 

“I am of the opinion that I was clearly 
right on the point of order. To send an or- 
der directing a certain committee to that 
same committee is absurd.: Some of the 
aldermen may honestly have thought I was 
wrong but as a whole the vote shows no dis- 
position on the part of the council to take 
up the municipal ownership proposition. I 
wanted to get the council on record.” 


What the Mayor Failed to Do. 

What the mayor tried to do was to procure 
from the council an order to the committees 
on local transportation instructing it to stop 
consideration of the franchise extension ordli- 
nance of the Chicago City and Union Trac- 
tion companies and at once report the “ con- 
tract plan" ordinance to the council for its 
debate and determination. 

What the council did was not only to refuse 
to pass this order but to send it to the com- 
mittee which the mayor wanted the council to 
instruct. Of the thirteen members of that 
committee five voted with the minority last 
evening and eight with the majority. It 
does not take a mind reader to guess what 
those eight will do with the order when It gets 
before them. 

Last evening they contented themselves 
with censuring the mayor and the other five 
members for thelr attempt totake away from 
the committee its delegated power. A verbal 
passage at arms between Ald. Bennett and 
Foreman and Mayor Dunne bordered on the 
sensational. 


First Roll Call on an Appeal. 

The first roll call was on an appeal taken 
from a decision of the mayor, in which he held 
that the order he wanted passed did not have 
to go toacommittee. The aldermen refused 
to sustain him by this roll call which fol- 
lows, the names of republicans being in 
black faced type and of democrats in capl- 
tals:

With this statement he brought the first 
round of applause from the gallery. 


Wants Contract Plan Considerei. 


* How do these gentlemen of the commit- 
tee know that the contract plan Is a farce?” 
he continued. ‘ Ald. Bennett, who calls ft 
a farce, never considered it. He never 
argued it. It never was read in the commilt- 
tee. The mayor, when the ordinance was 
submitted to the committee in July, said he 
believed the matter to be of such importance 
that it should be considered at. once, and 
that for that purpose he was willing to give 
up his vacation. He did give up his vacation. 
The committee assembled to consider the 
ordinance the mayor had submitted. What 
happened? Before the reading of the ordi- 
nance was moré than started an alderman 
arose to say that there was no use of con- 
sidering the mayor's plan. The majority of 
the committee agreed with him. The read- 
ing was abandoned. The committee voted 
to ask the companies to come in with pro- 
posals for an extension ordinance. 

** Who gave these committeemen the right 
to extend such an invitation? Not the peo- 
ple—the people had voted against it. Not 
the city council—the matter has not been 
before the city council. No; the commit- 
tee, on its own authority and in spite of the 
express wishes of the people, invited in the 
companies.”’ 

He was interrupted by another outbreak of 
handclapping from the galleries which the 
mayor endeavored to quiet with his gavel. 

“I have been speaking in more heat than 
I intended,” continued the alderman, “ but 
I wished to make clear the attitude of the 
men who are attacking the mayor for sub- 
mitting this message to the council. I am 
convinced that the mayor’s only idea was 
to get a fair show for his plan—a chance 
which it has not had before the local trans- 
portation committee. 

The majority of this committee is op- 
posed to municipal ownership, but has not 
the courage to say so openly. This majority 
is ready to stick a knife under the fifth-rib 
of municipal ownership, but dares not do it 
openly where the people can see it done. It 
is time to bring this fight out in the open.” 


Cullerton Moves to Refer. 


Ald. Cullerton here managed to get in a 
motion that the order take its usual course 
and go to the committée on local transporta- 
tion. In support of it he read rule 46 of the 
council, which provides: 

“ All ordinances, petitions, resolutions, or- 
ders, and communications to the council 
shall, unless by unanimous consent, be re- 
ferred to appropriate committees, 
decided by the chair, and only acted upon 
by the council at a subsequent meeting on 
the report of the committee having the same 
in charge.”’ 

* You are too late, Ald. Cullerton,’’ shouted 
Ald. Finn, and made the point of order that 
the order already had been taken up for dis- 
cussion by the council and Ald. Bennett had 
moved that it be placed on file. 

** As a member of the committee to which 
it would have to go I did not see fit to make 
the motion to refer,’’ explained Ald. Bennett. 

“* Under rule 46 I don’t see how the coun- 
cil can take any other action than refer to 
committee,’ said Ald. Cullerton. “I take 
it all members of the council would like to 
get all the information they can before act- 
ing on this important matter. 

“I have many letters from my constitu- 
ents asking for better street car service for 
my territory. I want a chance to go before 
the committee to see if their demands are 
to be complied with. Your honor was elected 
on a platform of immediate municipal owner- 
ship. Now a contract plan is presented. If 
that plan would help the people in my dis- 
trict you can have my vote. If it means 
they are to pay two and three fares I am 
against it.”’ 


Raymer Challenges the Vote. 


Ald. Raymer challenged the vate on the 
traction question in the last election, assert- 
ing that a majority of the vote had not been 
polled on the little ballot. 

“IT have opposed the municipal ownership 
and operation of street cars,’’ he declare... 
“I have prociaimed my opposition to munici- 
pal ownership because I think it would be the 
worst thing which could happen to the city 
to have such a policy adopted. On this state- 
ment I have been elected to the city coun- 
cil. I insist that the city never has voted 
on the question of municipal ownership. His 
honor, the mayor, was not elected on the 
question of municipal ownership. 

“We have been asked where this exten- 
sion ordinance came from. I say it was sub- 
mitted to the committee at the request of 
the mayor. He asked that it be submitted.” 


Mayor Questions Statement. 

“One moment, alderman,” interrupted the 
mayor. “ You say that I asked that the ex- 
tension ordinance be submitted.” 

“ You did,”’ retorted Ald. Raymer. 

“Isn’t it the fact that when it was said 
that the companies had a proposition I asked 
that It be brought out in the open to give us 
alla look atit? Is not that the fact?” 

The gallery shouted approval. 

“ That's ‘exactly what I said,”’ reiterated 
Raymer. ‘‘ You asked that it be submitted 
and on your suggestion it has been sub- 
mitted.”’ 

The gallery howled at this statement, but 
Reymer went on to declare that the people of 
his district. would be left out fn the cold by 
the adoption of the mayor’s contract plan 
and that for this reason, if for no other he 
was opposed to it. 


R. R. McCormick Talks. 

Ald. Cullerton tried to press his point of 
order that the order should gO to the com- 
mittee, but it was lost in the general con- 
fusion, and Ald. McCormick [Twenty-first] 
was recognized. 

“When I was appointed a member of the 
committee on local transportation,” said he, 
“the assurance was brought to me from the 
mayor that the appointment was satisfac- 
tory to him. I have acted throughout in 
good faith with him. 

“I studied the contract plan thoroughly. 
I advocated the employment by the mayor 
of a traction expert who could help him. 
Mr. Dupont made his maps and prepared nis 
Statement. I went through them both care- 
fully. I had to, as I was called on to vote 
whether Chicago should spend $25,000,000 on 
a traction system, and wanted to make sure 
it was a safe investment. 

“The mayor has had mé in conference with 
himself alone and with Mr. Darrow and Mr. 
Dupont. Mr. Dupont told me he would, in 
good time, have a full report of his plan. I 
have not seen it yet. At the time. the con- 
sideration of the contract plan. was post- 
poned by the committee there was a bsolutely 
nothing before it that it could consider. 


Must Have a Referendum. 

‘As to postponements. every motion to 
adjourn was made by Ald. Dever or Ald. Zim- 
mer. The latter made tne adjournment mo- 
tion this afternoon. As for myself, I would 
not vote for any ordinance which does not 
contain a satisfactory referendum clause. 
No referendum can be had until April. There 
is no need for this haste shown tonight. 
There is no intention in the committee to 
smother the contract ordinance——” 

“Why was it smothered?” broke in Ald. 
Dever. 

“ It was not,” replied Ald. McCormick. “It 
is yet before the committee, and can be 
brought out by a minority report if it is not 
recommended by a majority. I do not think 
Ald. Werno is acting in good faith in bring- 
ing in this shap resolution. It will be time 
enough to consider the contract plan when 
Mr. Dupont presents his complete report.” 


Werno on Status of Question. 

Ald. Werno, as chairman of the loca] trans- 
portation committee, got to his feet following 
Ald. McCormick to discuss the parliamentary 
status of the question before the council. 
He went on to say: 

“I have been considerably amused by the 
statements of the gentleman who just sat 
down. He arises to protest With much feeling 
that he would not vote for any ordinance 
until it had been voted on by the people 
That means nothing. We are not discussing 
referendums. That is not the question before 
us. Such a statement is just a little political 
bunk.” 

Werno defended himself against the charge 


that, as chairman of the local transportation

committee he had violated any council ethics 
fn supporting the mayor’s order. 

“I do not lose my privileges as an alder- 
man because I am chairman,” he said. “I 
object also to Aki. McCormick's statement 
that I brought In a snap order. I brought in 
nothing. Mayor Dunne brought it in. Does 
Ald. McCormick object to the mayor's bring- 
ing in a snap order?’ 

“Yes,” said Ald. McCormick. : 

“There was no snap judgment about it.” 


Conferred Secretly with Mayor. 

“Weren't you apprised of. this in ad- 
vance?’’ asked Ald. Bennett, shooting a sud- 
den question at Werno. ‘ Didn't you hold a 
conference with the mayor this afternoon?” 

“ Yes,”” admitted Werno, ‘‘ but if that 
proves anything it only shows that I am 
prepared to support the mayor.”’ ; 

“Is there anything wrong about it?’’ asked 
the mayor. “Is there any crime in holding a 
conference?’ 

no,"’ replied Bennett, sitting down 
‘'T just wanted to know. That was 
all.’’ ‘ 

“You and McCormick are both candi- 
dates,”’ piped up Coughlin, calling across the 
hall to Werno. ‘“* You want to be careful.” 

Ald. Charles Martin was in the process of 
getting to His feet at this moment, and, hay- 
ing arisen, he fixed a curious gaze on Werno. 

‘‘How were you chosen chairman of the 
local transportation committee?’ he asked. 

‘By a conference committee under the 
nonpartisan plan,’’ said Werno. 

“You were a member of the conference 
committee?” asked Martin; “a member of 
the committee which chose the chairman?” 

‘* Yes,"" admitted Werno. 

“That's all,” said Martin, with significant 
accents, sitting down therewith. 

Mr. Werno hesitated an instant, and then 
said that all the points in the discussion 
seemed to have been covered. Thereupon he 
followed Ald. Martin’s example,and likewise 
sat down. 

Finally Ald. Cullerton got a ruling on his 
point of order that under the rules the 
order must go to committee and the mayor 
ruled against him. “It would be ridicu- 
lous,’ said the mayor, “to refer an order 
of this kind to the committee whose ac- 
tions the order is intended to direct.’ 

The alderman at once took an appeal from 
the decision of the chair and on the question, 
‘‘Shall the decision of.the chair be sus- 
tained?” the vote stood 22 yeas and 41 nays, 
ovetruling the mayor. 

Then Ald. Werno made the usual motion 
té suspend the rules but here the majority 
against the mayor was even heavier, it stand- 
ing 18 yeas to 45 nays. 


Wants Pay for Dupont. 


Immediately following the disposition of the 
mayor’s order, he again claimed the attention 
of the aldermen with a statement that no 
appropriation existed for the payment of his 
traction expert, Mr: Dupont, and requested 
that the council find some way of remunerat- 
ing him until the next appropriation bill could 
be passed, and he be taken care of in the 
regular manner. This request was referred 
to the finance committee. 

The next traction matter to get the floor 
was a resolution by Ald. Kohout, providing 
a new manner of obtaining a referendum vote 
on whatever ordinances might be considered 
by the council. Mr. Kohout’s method was 
the third to be suggested, resolutions by Hun- 
ter and Dever already being in the council 
proceedings and ready for action. 

At the suggestion of Ald. Foreman action 
on this resolution was postponed temporarily 
unti] the council disposed of some routine 
business and came back to the traction propo- 
sition. 


Other Street Car Matters. 


This was done, and the first street railway 
question taken up after the routine had been 
disposed of was an ordinance authorizing the 
Chicago City railway company to relay its 
tracks in Twenty-sixth street, between Hal- 
sted street and the Rock Island right of way, 
and jin Sixty-third street, between Stewart 
avenue and Center avenue, and to pave six- 
teen feet of the street on certain conditions. 

Then the council passed the ordinance 
licensing the Chicago City railway company © 
to make repairs on its tracks and other 
street equipment on payment of a monthly 
fee of $5,000. The commissioner of public 
works is authorized to issue permits for such 
repairs, without prejudice to any claims of 
the city er company, and without granting 
any new rights which the company does not 
possess now. The fee takes the place of the 
ear licenses and by an amendment adopted 
at the suggestion of Ald. Young will be paid 
from lastJuly on. This ordinance was passed 
by a vote of 52 to 6. 


Back to the Referendum. 


Ald. Hunter then called up his resolution 
providing a means of referendum on any 
traction ordinances which may be considered 
by the council. Ald. Dever brought his reso- 
lution up at the Same time, amending it to 
make it provide that the ordinance, before 
it could be acted on finally by the council, 
must receive a majority vote of “all those 
voting on the question,’’ rather than a ma- 
jority vote of all voting at the election. 

Ald. Kohout had his resolution read again, 
and then Ald. Foreman submitted a fourth 
resolution, which he said covered all the 
points represented in all the other three. 
This was as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this council 
that the procedure in dealing with any ordinance 
or ordinances for the settlement of the Chicago 
street railway question shall be as follows: 

The ordinance or ordinances shall be framed up 
for passage and voted on in committee of the whole, 
without final action by the city council. Thereupon 
such’ ordinance or ordinances as shall receive a 
majority of votes taken by roll call in the com- 
mittee of the whole shall be published, and the 
city council shall take steps to have the question 
whether it or they shall be passed by the city 
council placed on the ballot to be voted on by the 
people. 

The form of proposition or propositions to be 
placed on the ballot shall be formulated. by the 
committee on local transportation and approved by 
the city council. 

The city council pledges itself no@ to pass any 
ordinance or ordinances that shall not receive a 
majority of the votes cast by the people upon the 
proposition or propositions. 

Ald. McCormick (Twenty-first) suggested 
that all four resolutions be made a special] 
order for next week. This suggestion finally 
wai) agreed to and the council adjourned 


REPORT ON CODE IS ORDERED. 


Council Wants to Know What Unauthor- 
ized Changes Were Made by Revisers 
of City’s Book of Laws. 


Aside from traction matters the session 
of the city council was short. Ald. Jones se- 
cured passage for an order on the corpora- 
tion counsel to report ‘‘at his earliest con- 
venience” all changes which the council 
made unwittingly in the city code by passing 
the revision framed by, three attorneys un- 
der the direction of the law department. The 
order refers to *‘ changes in the code not au- 
thorized by the city council, excepting by the 
passage of the revision as a whole.” 

Aw. Dunn secured the passage of an or- 
dinance which gives the mayor authority to 
issue temporary permits for not more than 
sixty days for the sale of milk and for the 
peddling of merchandise, not from wagons 
or carts, witheut the payment of license 
fees, 

An order for the closing of the city hall 
Saturday afternoon “in accordance with the 
law passed at the last legislature declaring 
Saturday afternoon a half holiday, intro- 
duced by Ald. Scully, was referred to the 
finance committee. 


FAILS TO SUBMIT ORDINANCE. 


Union Traction Company Will Not Pre. 
sent Its Franchise Extension 
Until Tomorrow. 


The Union Traction company was not 
ready with its franchise extension ordinance 
yesterday, and so the local transportation 
committee adjourned over until Thursday, 
when, the promise is, it will be presented. 
A motion was made to take up certain feat- 
ures of the Chicago City ordinance, without 
waiting for the other, but it was not pressed. 

“ There are some things In the Chicago City 
ordinance none of us can stand for,”’ re- 
marked Ald. McCormick, “ and we might as 
well dispose of them now.” 

“What are they?” was asked. 

“The referendum clause and the compen- 
sation clause,”’ Ald. McCormick replied. 

“The referendum matter probably will pe 
settled by the coungil,”’ suggested Ald. Ray- 
mer. “‘ We had bet¥er leave it to the alder- 
men."’ 

This was agreed to and the committee ad- 
journed until 2 p.m. Thursday.

Court Fixes Bond at $70,000 on 


84 New Indictments; Will 
Cease Hunting Sureties. 


MORE CHARGES IN MAKING 


Accused of Responsibility for 
Girl’s Insanity ; School Board 
Attaches Property. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Peoria, I., Oct. 9%.—[Special.)—Hav- 
ing abandoned the attempt to find bonds- 
men for his liberty, Newton C. Dough- 
erty, the indicted embegzler of Peorla school 
funds, is lodged tonight in the county jail. 
After spending the last day of freedom with 
his family he drove to the jail with his two 
sons and gave himself up to the custody of 


the sheriff. 

Dougherty is now held on ninety-seven 
charges of embezzlement, forgery, and lar- 
ceny as bailee, the grand jury this afternoon 
having returned eighty-four indictments, in 
addition to the thirteen of last Thursday. 
Judge Worthington held the prisoner to bail 
in the sum of approximately $70,000, in addi- 
tion to the $10,000 bonds given by his sureties 
at the time of his first arrest last week. It 
is said tonight that Doughery will make no 
further attempt to secure bondsmen, 

Thefts from the school treasury repre- 
sented by the indictments so far returned 
amount to more than $50,000. The specific 
amounts embezzled range all the way from 
$10 to $3,000. The investigation has covered 
only about fifteen months of the last three 
years of Dougherty’s administration of the 
school finances. The possibility that he may 
have embezzled several hundred thousand 
dollars in the last twenty-five years is fonud- 
ed on the theory that his operations were as 
extensive in Other years as in this period. 


Continue to Grind Out Bills. 


After making a return in court the grand 
jury returnéd and resumed grinding out true 
bills against the former school superintend~ 
ent. The investigators now are engaged in 
an examination of the forged bank drafts 
and will be ready to return another batch 
of charges tomorrow or next day. Then will 
come an investigation of the complicity of 
the bank officials and the alleged malfeasance 
in office of the schoo) board's finance com- 
mittee, which failed to guard against Dough- 
erty’s steals. 

The arrest and imprisonment of Dougherty 
in the city in which he has been one of the 
foremost citizens for nearly a generation 
were dramatic in the extreme—all the more 
so by virtue of the measures taken by friends 
and the pitying court to rob the unpleasant 
duty of its sensational features. 

All morning the foreman o: the grand jury, 
Grant Minor, had been busy with State’s At- 
torney Scholes signing indictments, while 
the other jurymen took arecess. Teno’clock 
came and the task was not completed—then 
11, and finally Judge Worthington adjourned 
court at noon with the understanding that 
the return would be made at 2 p. m. 


Courtroom Jammed with Curious. 


It was the first morning since the breaking 
of the sensational scandal that Dougherty 
had not been seen about the streets. A rumor 
sprang yp that he had disappeared, but those 
who cared to inquire learned that the ac- 
cused man was at home with his family 
awaiting the summons to prison. His son 
Horace spent the morning conferring with 
his father’s attorneys, 

At 2 o’clock all the town was in motion 
toward the courthouse. Judge Worthing- 
ton’s courtroom was packed to the doors, and 
the corridors as far as the street were filled 
with a jostling crowd of the curious. The 
composition of the audience in the court had 
its dramatic aspect. In the gathering were 
scores of men who have known, respected, 
and revered the brilliant educator for a life 
time. There were men who as boys had 
conned their lessons under the schoolmaster; 
there were mothers who had sought his ad- 
vice in the upbringing of wayward children; 
there were lawyers, bankers, and merchants 
who had dealt with him in business. There 
were members of the First Congregational 
church, with whom he had worked for the 
moral betterment of the community. 


Only Former Friends There. 


The court was still in his chambers and 
the lawyers sat chatting and smoking and 
awaiting developments. There were Frank 
Quinn, the gavel rule Quinn of political 
fame; W. T. Irwin, and Joseph Well, all 
three of whom are Dougherty’s attorneys. 
Then there were former Judge Winslow 
Evan® W. G. Roberts, former Assemblyman 
John Dailey, and Harry Miller. 

The court appeared, the bailiff rapped, and 
immediately members of the grand jury filed 
in, preceded by State's Attorney: Scholes 
and his assistant, O. M. Otman. The as- 
sistant attorney bore in his arms a stack of 
documents four inches in thickness. They 
were the Indictments, forty-five for forgery 
and thirty-nine for embezzlement. The pile 
of papers was deposited before the judge 
and the jury filed into the box. 

‘The jury wishes to submit a partial re- 
port of its proceedings,’’ said Mr. Otman, 
addressing the court. 

Then Circuit Clerk Thad Simpson called 
the roll, beginning with Grant Minor, fore- 
man, who was one of Dougherty’s first high 
school graduates twenty-seven years ago, 
and ending with Frank R. Johnson. who 
not sO many years ago learned to “ speak 
pieces "* under the tutelage of the noted 
educator. 


Takes Two Hours to Tabulate. 

The jury filed back to its labors and Judge 
Worthington started in to sign the indict- 
ments with the assistance of Mr. Otman, 
who tabulated the charges by numbers 
While this was in progress State’s Attorney 
Scholes and Attorneys Quinn, Irwin, and 
Weil appeared at the bar to discuss the mat- 
ter of bonds. 

Judge Worthington fixed the bond in each 
separate case as he signed the indictments, 
the amounts being in the neighborhood of 
$1,000 on each forgery count and $500 on each 
embezzlement or larceny charge. It took 
two hours to tabulate the indictments and 
foot up the total of bonds, which was a little 
more than $70,000. 

Circuit Clerk Simpson set to work to make 
out eighty-four capiases for Dougherty’s 
arrest and Sheriff D. E. Potter was sent for 
to serve them. At this juncture Attorney 
Weil came forward and informed the court 
that it would be unnecessary to send an 
officer for Dougherty, as he would give him- 
self up at once. Mr. Weil then hada lengthy 
whispered colloquy with the judge, as the 
result of which the attorney stepped intothe 
chambers and called up Dougherty’s house 
on the telephone 

“Hello! Is that you, professor?” asked 
Mr. Weil. °“ The jury has returned the tn- 
dictments,"” he went on, “ but {t will be un- 
necessary for you to appearincourt. Please 
drive directly to the jail. The rear gate will 
be open for your carriage and I shall meet 
you at the side door. All arrangements have 
been made there, and the court is advised and 
approves.” 


Crowd Given the Slip. 

Attorney Weil rang off and returned into 
the courtroom, where the crowd was be- 
coming momentarily more restive, all necks 
being simultaneously craned toward the 
doorway at every step on the threshold, 
After looking about as nonchalantly as pos- 
sible, Mr. Well slipped out of the room. 
The judge was still laboring away at the 
signature of indictments and the clerk was 
dashing off caplases while the gathering 
inside grew until it overflowed the dock 
witness seats, and jury box. Attorney Irwin 
was the next to slip away, leaving ‘* Gavel 
Rule” Quinn to carry out the blind. 

Over at tue brick jail, across the street 
Jailer Ed Peters, another of Dougherty’s 
old pupils, was putting a cell in readiness 
for the reception of his distinguished pris- 
oner.. He had been notified only a couple of 
hours before and was working overtime 
to make the apartment comfortable, with 
chairs, table, carpet, and couch. The cell 
otherwise is an ordinary accommodation for 


Any prisoner, and was last occupied by Otis 
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It was about 2:80 o’clock when Attorney 
Well telephoned to Dougherty. Fifteen 
minutes later the family’s closed 
with a colored coachman on the box, 
stopped at the door of the residence in Glen 
Oak avenue. Dougherty, accompanied by 
his sons, Horace and Ralph, emerged from 
the house and entered the carriage, the 
father himself pausing to give the coachman 
directions, | eas hagha. 

: Scores Run to See Entree. 

At exactly 3 o’clock the carriage whirled 
into the alley gateway of the jail and stopped 
before the side door. At the clatter of hoofs 
on the cement pavement scores of people, 
divining the circumstance, came running 
from all directions. But they were too late. 
‘The carriage door opened ‘and shut and the 
horses dashed on. The jail door swung pon- 
derously inward and Dougherty and his sons 
and Attorney Irwin, who had been waiting 
atthe entrance, passed within. 

Dougherty was in immaculate dress, 4s 
usual,‘and he wore a smile that contrasted 
physically with his worn countenance. He, 
however, stepped briskly forward into the 
jailer’s offi¢e arid greeted the reporters who 
were there assembled with a cheery “* How do 
you do?’ for each. ; 

“Is Mr. Peters in?” asked he, looking 
around the room. At that moment Jailer 
Peters entered and shook hands, with’ the 
prisoner. “I am ready if you are,”’ said 
Dougherty, with a laugh, and with that 
Peters led the way up-the stairway, the pris- 
oner following with his sons. 


Again Asserts Innocence, 


The cell set aside for Dougherty was not 
in readiness, and the accused man tempo- 
rarily was confined in a general corridor, in 
company with a dozen other prisoners await- 
ing trial for various offenses, from larceny 
to murder. The sons remained with their 
father for the rest of the afternoon. When 
they léft they told Jailer Peters that their 
father wished to see none but legal counsel 
ana members of the family. In response to 
a request for a statement he replied that 
he had nothing to add to his plea of inno- 
cence. 

“Tl am not gutlty,”’ he repeated. “ Time 
will prove my innocence of any criminal in- 
tent. I was a school master, not a book- 


keeper, and I only did my best.”’ 


terviewer started to ask. 

“Do not call it a shortage,”’ replied the in- 
dicted man with a slight frown. “ Errors, 
they were only errors.”’ 

When the Dougherty carriage was seen 
rolling out of the jail court yard the news 
spread to the courtroom that there would be 
no public arraignment. Insideof five minutes 
the crowd thinned out to the few in attend- 
arice on the routine cases which had been 
interrupted by the jury’s report, 

Dougherty’s pastor, the Rev. John Faville 
of the First Congregational church, called 
at the jail this evening and saw his parish- 
ioner. ‘ 

‘*T came here of my own accord and at my 
own request,”’ said Dougherty to the minis- 
ter. ‘ All things considered, I believe it is 
best for me at this time.”’ 


Charged with Girl’s Insanity. 


A complaint which may unearth more serl- 
ous charges against Dougherty than any 
yet preferred was laid before the Peoria po- 
lice this evening. Ernest Egolf, superintend- 
ent of Morton park, called on Chief of Police 
Kennedy and said he wanted to have Dough- 
erty arrested on a charge of being respon- 
sible for the insanity of a girl who until last 
week was employed in the Dougherty family. 

“The girl is my niece, Annie. Wald,” said 
Egolf. ‘She is 4 widow, 20 years old. She 
worked some time for the Doughertys. Late- 
ly her mind has been affected. She seemed 
to be worrying over something. and last 
Tuesday night she went crazy. The Dough- 
ertys had her taken to the hospital. From 
things she told me some time ago, I be- 
lieve Dougherty’s treatment ruined her 
mind.” : 

Chief Kennedy told Egolf that Dougherty 
already was in jail. Pressed to explain 
specifically what he meant by his veiled 
charges, he refused, saying he was satisfied 
so long as Dougherty was in jail. On. in- 
quiry at the Dougherty residence it was 
learned that Mrs. Wald had been taken away 
last Tuesday night in a delirious condition. 
Prof. Dougherty was not at home at the 
time. 

“The girl was suffering from a chronic 
nervous attack brought on by religious ex- 
eitement,” was the explanation at the 
Dougherty house. 

She was eared for at St. Francis’ hospital 
and later was sent to the home of her mother,

Attach All of His Property. 


At a meeting of the school board this even- 
ing O. J. Bailey, chairman of the finance 
committee, announced that attachment pro- 
ceedings to cover the school board loss had 
been ifistituted on all the Dougherty prop- 
erty in Peoria county, including his resi- 
dence, the Artade building, and several lots, 
the whole being valued at $50,000. The com- 
mittee was authorized to attach all outside 
property, also. Dougherty's desk in the head- 
quarters of the board remained as he left 
it Saturday. It was littered with newspa- 
pers containing accounts of his defalcations 
and letters from all parts of the country re- 
ceived since his first arrest. 

Open and face downward, as if momen- 
tnrily laid aside on the litter, was a book 
of Emerson’s DWssays open at the page of 
‘‘Compensation.”” Beside the book was an 
object that may have been used for a paper 
weight, an ancient Derringer revolver. - 

‘‘ While there is some inclination to shift 
responsibility -for this terrible affair,’’ said 
Chairman Bailey in his speech to the board, 
‘it remains undeniable that Prof. Dough- 
erty had the confidence of one man just as 
much as another. His honesty never was 
impeached. There is not a set of business 
men in this city who, placed in our posi- 
tion, would not have trusted him as we did. 
There is no one to blame except the one 
who tonight bows his head and receives the 
responsibility that rests on him, who did this 
wrong willfully and deliberately.”’ 


Will Plead Insanity. 

It is pretty well understood that insanity 
will be the plea which Dougherty’s attorneys 
will set upin hisdefense. The schoolman was 
thrown from his horse while tiding two years 
ago and received an injury tothe head which, 
it is claimed, formed a blood clot onthe brain 
and affected his mind. 

“If they try to excuse his defalcations in 
the last two years on the ground of insan- 
ity,” said State’s Attorney Scholes, “* We 
shall bring him to trial on indictments for 
forgeries and embezzleméents perpetrated 
previous to that time, of which we have 
plenty of evidence.”’ 


‘TOIL RESTLESSLY’ IN CITY HALL 


Employes Groan at Work Because No 
Holiday Is Granted on Chi- 
cago Day. 


In the language of a news bulletin, emerg- 
ing from the city hall yesterday, * city em- 
ployés in all departments toiled restlesssly 
at their posts.’’ The season for the restless- 
ness was found in the fact that Mayor Dunne 
having shifted positions several times. finally 
decided that the city hall should remain open 
on “‘ Chicago day.’’ 

Therefore the “ employés tolled restlessly.’’ 
Once, at noon, the shackles were knocked off 
their ankles, ice water was dashed in their 
faces, and they were allowed out to take a 
little light nourishment, but they came back 
to the galley at 1 o’clock to resume “ tolling 
restlessly.”” At 5 o'clock their shackles were 
knocked off again, and they were allowed to 
seek their homes to recuperate. 

The mayor's only excuse for bringing this 
hardship on the employés was that he saw 
“no reason for closing the hall and stopping 
city business for the mere sentimental mean- 
ing of the day, there being no celebration 
which the employés would care to see.”’

POLITICAL WIRES REDHOT 


The Rev. Mr. Pooley of Edgewater 
Chureh Causes Hard Fight 
Between Factions.

Freeport, Ill., Oct. 9%.—[Special.]—“ Hell 
itself has its center in Chicago, and sends its 
antenne distributing pollution all around 
the city,”’ declared the Rev. M. E. Cady, pre- 
siding elder of the Chicago northern district 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, today. 
Dr. Cady was the principal speaker at the 
celebration of the founding of the Chicago 
City Missionary society by the Rock River 
conference. 

“In a great city ike Chicago men and wom- 
en are tested in all problems of regeneration, 
Miasma from its festering crimes flows out 
into the rural regions, carrying ruin with it. 
The Methodist church is doing little for our 
foreign residents in comparison with the 
work done by the Catholic church. Protest- 
antism is doing practically nothing to as- 
simulate these people into citizenship. I 
would be ashamed to do in Rome what we 
are doing for the Italians in Chicago.” 

“The whole question of salvation in the 
slums is one of dollars and cents more than 
of prayer,”’ said Secretary Stewart. “ You 
can get workers if you have money. This is 
not a city problem, but one of the country, 
for the slums are made up of country boys 
who have gone wrong.” 


Political Wires Redhot. 


\ underneath the smooth surface of the con- 
ference proceedings, a veritable network of 
red hot political wires was humming to- 
night. 

This uneasy state of affairs has prevailed 
all week, but as the time for the appoint- 
ments draws near, the scene in the hotel 
headquarters of the Methodists looks like 
the office of“a county chairman in the heat 
of a campaign.

Upstairs 
Bishop WilSon and cabinet are working far 
into the night.. 

Committees of laymen are roosting on the 
stairways outside the cabinet room, and are 
sending in petitions and resolutions by the 
score. The bishop did not dare go down to 
dinner tonight, as several Chicago commit- 
tees were demanding to see him. ‘The most 
persistent of these committees is headed vy 
A. F. Nightingale, who with six men is 
here in the interests of the Rev. R. H. Pooley 
of the Epworth church in Edgewater. 

The fight over Mr. Pooley’s return is so 
strong it may delay the conference adjourn- 
ment. It appears that the fashionable subur- 
ban church is split over the subject... 

The Rev. Mr. Pooley has been in charge 
of Edgewater church for two years. Last 
year a fight was made against him. This 
year as opposition had developed Mr. Night- 
ingale, George P. Jones, and four other 
prominent members of the church arrived at 
the conference early and the bishop decided 
in their favor. He had made up his mind 
to send Dr. Pooley back until today, when 
twelve men, headed by John Slocum, came 
from Chicago to oppose it. 


Delegation Is Turned Down. 


They demanded an audience with the 
bishop. He gave them ten minutes, and 
then told them he had decided to return the 
pastor. The committee was indignant, and 
held a caucus'in an anteroom. 

“I won’t have him,” said one man. 
will do anything to get him out.”’ 

“ Well, I will stand him another year be- 
fore I will humiliate myself further,” said: 
another. 

** Let us get up a set of resolutions showing 
why we don’t want him,” was another sug- 
gestion. 

‘* There is no time,’’ objected another. 

‘Time?’ exploded a third. ‘I will stay a 
week if it will do any good.”’ 

“Mr. Nightingale says Dr. Pooley is a 
lovable man,” said one man derisively. ‘*‘ He 
told the bisnop ‘that he never heard Dr. 
Pooley say an unkind word toan yone.’ ”’ 

** He is a Mar,’’ burst from a red faced man. 

So the outraged churchmen sat around the 
lobby with long drawn faces until even- 
ing, when they were received again in audi- 
ence by the bishop. At the end it was an- 
nounced that the bishop had taken the mat- 
ter under reconsideration. Mr. Jones and 
Mr. Nightingale are getting busy again. 

Brushingham Fears a Transfer. 


Another fight is being made to transfer 
the Rev. J. D. Leek from the Woodlawn to 
the Western Avenue church, Chicago. In 
this connection the Rev. J. P. Brushing- 
ham of the First church, Chicago, is trying 
to head off a movement to put him ifn the 
Western Avenue church. 

Another busy delegation is that from the 
First church in Madison, Wis., which wants 
the Rev. George McAdam, until recently 
president of the state university in Fort 
Worth, Tex. The Evanston Avenue church, 
Chicago, also wants this man and has sent 
a committee here. Bishop Wilson’s desires 
in the matter and Mr. McAdams’ personal] 
wishes clash and a deadlock is feared. 

A movement was started this morning for 
a big missionary convention to be held in 
Chicago next October. It will be the occa- 
sion for the launching of a world wide evan- 
gelistic work. A resolution was adopted pro- 
viding that delegates from all over the world 
shall be called for. 

It does not look as if the conference would 
close until Wednesday. Tomorrow’s pro- 
gram is full of business sessions and the re. 
ports of all committees will be heard. A 
a on the open shop question is prom- 
ised.

UNWILLING TO RETRACT CHARGE 
AGAINST ALDERMAN. 


Councilman Martin Says Accusation 
That He Declared He Would Vote 
for Any Traction Ordinance for 
$50,000 Is False—Aaserts That Mu- 
micipal Ownership Advocates Influe 
enced Woman to Make Her State- 


ment—Calls Them “ Fourflushers.” 


Mise Margaret Haley said yesterday that 
she was ready to go before the grand jury 
if necessary and reaffirm her charges against 
Ald. Charles Martin of the Fifth ward. 

She repeated the sensational accusation 
she made at a meeting of municipal owner- 
ship advocates Saturday night—that Ald. 
Martin had said he would be for any ordi- 
nance submitted by the traction companies 
and that his price was $50,000. 

‘‘The report in Tue SunDAY TRIBUNE 
of what I said about Ald. Martin at the 
meeting of the municipal ownership people 
in the Great Northern hotel, was correct, ex- 
cept in one detail,” said Miss Haley last 
night. 

“TI repeat, and I am ready to go before the 
grand jury if necessary, or anywhere else, 
and make the statement, that Ald. Charles 
Martin’ in the presence of his family told 
me that for $70,000 he would be with any 
ordinance submitted by the traction com- 
panies. Then he reduced the figure to $60,- 
000, and finally to $50,000. He added that he 
would be willing to leave the council and the 
city if he got the money. 

“YT did not say the alderman made the 
statement in the presence of Mrs. Martin, I 
said he made it in the presence of his sister. 

“When I make an assertion I usually 
am sure of my facts. I go back on nothing 
that I say. I am reay to prove my state- 


ment.”’ 
Miss Haley, however, would not give any 


further details. 
Martin Replies to Charge. 


Ald. Martin was found over at the city hall, 
In the presence of several of his constituents 
he said: 

‘‘Miss Haley is mistaken when she 
told her I would be for any ordinance that the 
traction companies submitted, if they would 
pay me $50,000. I say ‘ mistaken,’ because 1 
don’t want to appear ungallant. If Miss 
Haley were a man,l would use another word. 

“TI don’t want to say, either, that Miss 
Haley is ‘four flushing,’ because I don’t think 
it’s polite to say that of any woman. But 
it looks to me as if the people back of Miss 
Haley were ‘four flushing.’ It looks as if 
some of those municipal ownership advocates 
were trying to attract public attention by 
sensational means. I don't think they can 
gain their results by lying about a man. 

“YT never met Miss Margaret Haley but 
once. It was seven or eight years ago and 
nothing was said of traction matters at that 
meeting. She came tomy house to talk to me 
in the interest of the Teachers federation. 
My sister, Miss Nellie R. Martin, brought her. 
I don’t know how they came to be acquainted, 
and I don’t know whether my sister was a 
particular friend of Miss Haley or not. Our 
interview took place in the parlor of my 
house, and my sister and my two sons, John 
and Charles, were present. 


Demand of Teachers Discussed. 

“ About that time the teachers wanted an 
advance of $8 and $10 a month in their sal- 
ary. Miss Haley told me Mayor Harrison 
and the president of the board of education 
were opposed to the increase in pay. She 
wanted me to support some measure that 
was coming up before the council. She de- 
scribed how hard the teachers worked and 
how many scholars they had to look after 
and how it made them nervous wrecks, and 
I told her she made out a good case, If Il 
remember rightly I promised to be for the 
mea@ure, but I don’t think it ever got be- 
fore the council. Anyway, I've forgotten 
what happened to It. 

‘* All the time that Miss Haley was present 
the subject of traction was not once referred 
to. I don’t think there was any municipal 
ownership league then, or referendum or 
things like those, but we had a traction prob- 
lern all right.” 

‘‘Don’t you think that you might have said 
what Miss Haley charges and forgotten it?’ 
the alderman was asked. 


Wants No Advice from Women. 

“No, si I never said it, so help me. And 
I want to say right now that whenever a 
traction ordinance comes before the council 
I will vote for it the way my conscience dic- 
tates, and in accordance with the wishes of 
my constituents, and I won't take any advice 
from a lot of women, either.’’ 

“Has any one ever offered to buy your 
vote?” 

“No, sir. And I’m not looking for any such 
offer. I’m an honest man, 1 hope. Why, 
look here,’’ and the alderman grew indig- 
nant, ‘‘do you suppose if what Miss Haley 
said was true, that it wouldn’t have been 
brought up when I ran for office? I was 
elected alderman in '94, and in ’96 and in ‘98 
and in 1900. I was defeated in 1902, but I 
was elected again last year, and everything 
that my opponents could dig up about me 
was plastered all over the papers, and when 
they couldn’t get the papers to print it they 
came out with it on handbills. Why didn’t 
Mise Haley spring her story before? I'm 
not running for office now, and I don’t see 
what good this yarn is going to do the munici- 
pal ownership people anyway.”

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STUDENTS SAVE COLLEGE. 


UNIVERSITY CALIFORNIA 
HEAD LEADS FIRE BRIGADE. 


Flames from Burning Canon Sweep 
Toward Seat of Learning and 2,000 
Undergraduates Leave Work te 
Combat Them — Armed with Wet 
Sacks, They Contest Approach of 
Danger for Hours and Many Are 
Overcome, 


Berkeley, Cal., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—President 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler today suspended all 
work at the University of California, organ- 
ized a fire fighting brigade of more than 2,000 
students, and led the attack on a bush and 
grdss fire which for several hours threatened 
to destroy several outlying university build- 
ings as well as the Greek theater. The flames 
rushed down several cafions at the back of the 
university grounds. The hose brigade and 
the students extinguished the fire with wet 
sacks. 


| Whenthe hurry call was sounded at Tl 


o'clock the studénts were drilling on the 
campus. The presMert at once called off all 
work for the day and the students, in com- 
pany formation, were marched at a double 
quick to the scene, each provided with a wet 
gunnysack. The president stationed himself 
near the dairy barn and directed operations. 


Heat Overpowers Fire Fighters. 

Squads of students fell upon the flames 
with their wet sacks, but many were over- 
powered by the heat and were carried off the 
field. The Berkeley fire brigade kept streams 
playing on the roof of the barn, which sev- 
eral titnes took fire. 

Prentiss 8. Grey, president of the students; 
Ray Gabbert, editor of the blue and Gold, 
and Roy Elliott, a football player, were cut 
off by a circle of fire and compelled to wrap 
themselves in sacks to save their lives. 
Others, including many professors, were 
scorched and burned. 

The fire fighting then was directed to the 
side of Charter hill to prevent the flames 
from reaching the grove of eucalyptus trees 
that surround the Greektheater. Fora time 
it seemed as if the fire would win, but the 
flames were stopped within fifty feet of the 
fence that surrounds the theater. 


Students Save Private Property. 

After the fire on the edge of the campus 
had been subdued, President Wheeler led the 
students to the attack on the flames threat- 
ening adjoining private property, and a dairy 
and several houses were saved. : 

When the students finally controlled the 
flames that threatened the university prop- 
erty they gave their college cries, in which 
the president and other faculty members 
joined. Then all combined in the saving of 
private property. 

The willingness of the students to help 
save the adjoining property was praised 
highly by the Berkeley people, who woula 
have suffered great loss had not the students 
come to their aid.

KILLS WIFE TO JOIN HER 


MAN SLAYS CHILD SPOUSE AND 
THEN HIMSELF. 


Mrs. Fred Raver of Dolton, Who Had 
Left Husband and Gone to Her 
Mother in Chicago Heights, Re- 
fuses to Return—Result Is Double 
Shooting, She Dying in a Few Sec-

Because his 17 year old wife refused to re- 
turn to him, Fred Raver of Dolton last even- 
ing shot her, killing her instantly, and then 
killed himself. The killing occurred in Chi- 
eago Heights, where the young woman’s 
relatives reside. 

Raver was 26 years old. The two were 
married a year ago. The police of Chicago 
Heights assert that after losing his posi- 
tion with the Pére Marquette railway, in 
Dolton, Raver was unable to support his 
wife, Bertha, and she returned to the home 
of her mother, Mrs. William Jones, 1438 
Lowe aventte. 


Wife on Shopping Tour. 

Mrs. Raver in the afternoon had- gone 
shopping with her sister-in-law, Mrs. George 
Jones, and while they were returning to 
the Jones home in Lowe avenue Mrs. Jones 
saw Raver approaching. Shecautioned Mrs. 
Raver not to go with her husband, and when 
he asked his wife to cross the street to speak 
to him alone she refused. 

Raver became angry, and, grasping his 
wife by the arm, attempted to force her to 
cross the street, where he could talk to her 
without being overheard. 

She refused to cross the street, and while 
they were standing on the Michigan Central 
railroad tracks Raver drew his revolver and 
fired two shots at her. One of the bullets 
struck her below the heart and the other 
passed through her clothing. She staggered 
to the edge of the sidewalk and then ran 
forward about 100 feet and fell dead at the 
door of the Oswald Leind clothing store. 

Immediately after shooting his wife Raver 
shot himself through the head, dying in- 
stantly. 

Mrs. Jones Tells of Shooting. 

Mrs. Jones told the police that when Raver 
pushed her aside she looked about for help 
and seeing no one near looked back in time 
to see Raver reach into a pocket and drawa 
revolver. Mrs. Raver sprang forward to 
seize the weapon, but was too late.

VENEZUELAN ENVOY WILL RE- 
PORT TO PRESIDENT TODAY. 


While the Commissioner Refuses to 
Talk, It Is Understood He Will Rec- 
ommend Some Kind of Action Be 
Taken—He Also Will Inform the 
French Ambassador of the Status 
of the Dispute with France—Com- 
ing Here to Draw Up Statement. 


& 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—The 
arrival here tonight of W. J. Calhoun of 
Illinois has renewed interest In the Venezue- 
lan question and the action which will be 
taken by the administration. Mr. Calhoun 
will make a verbal report tomorrow to the 
president and Secretary Root, and then will 
leave via New York for Chicago, where he 
will prepare his report. The document will 
not be completed for several weeks. 

Mr. Calhoun is extremely reticent in regard 
to the result of his investigation in Venezue- 
la, holding that any information which he 
may give to the president must be divulged 
by that official. That he will recommend 
that action of some kind be taken there is 
not the slightest doubt, but how far he will 
ee that the government go, remains to 

seen. 


Mission Has Been Successful. 

The mission of Mr. Calhoun to Venezuela 
was highly successful. When he first went 
there there was considerable feeling against 
him, but before he came away the govern- 
ment officials were receiving him with the 
greatest cordiality, and, it has been said, 
rendered him every assistance possible. 

The most important features of his work 
had to do with the New York and Bermudez 
Asphalt company’s case. ‘Ihe company's 
concession was annulled some time ago, and 
many representations have been made by 
the concern to the state department. It is 
well known that government officials who 
are Well acquainted with the court proceed- 
ings on the New York and Bermudez con- 
cession think that there has been a great 
denial of justice. 


France to Be Enlightened. 


Before Mr. Calhoun leaves Washington it 
is expected he will talk with the French am- 
bassador. The latter is deeply interested in 
learning Mr. Calhoun’s views in regard to the 
action of President Castro in canceling the 
contract of the French Cable company and 
in refusing to carry on relations with M. 
Taigny, the French chargé d'affaires. 

Following the conferences which the am- 
bassador had with the president and Secre- 
tary Root, he recommended that his govern- 
ment delay intervention in Venezueia until 
Mr. Calhoun should have reported to the 
president. France wants quick action, be- 
lieving that a lesson promptly given will be 
more effective than if it should be postponed 
and the people of Venezuela | e allowed to for- 
get the real cause of the differences which 
have provoked the adoption of forcible meas- 
ures. 


GETS EXCITED; DROPS DEAD. 


Old Man Overcome When Gasoline Ex- 
plodes in Garage and Succumbs 
to Emotion. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 9.—Charles Joy, aged 
65 years, associateai with his two sons in 
optrating a large automobile garage on Min- 
nesota street, dropped dead in the street this 
afternoon. An explosion of gasoline in the 
garage set fire to the building and Mr. Joy 
be¢éame excited and suddenly threw up his 
hands and fell. He died in fifteen minutes.

ANOTHER FEVER FIGHTER DIES. 


Doctor Who Volunteered in Battle 
Against Epidemic Succumbs to 
Ravages of Disease. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 9.—A martyr in the 
fight against yellow fever, Dr. C. M. Shan- 
ley, formerly of North Dakota, died today at 
his plantation home on Bayou Barataria as 
the result of a relapse. He came here with his 
family about three years ago from the north- 
west. When the fever appeared in New Or- 
leans he refused to leave, and when it de- 
veloped on Bayou Barataria he volunteered 
his services to assist in stamping it out. 

Local reports for today were seventeen 
new fever cases and five deaths. In the coun- 
try this is the condition: Patterson, 9 new 
cases, 1 death; Konner, 2 new cases, 1 death; 
Bayou Natchez, 1 suspicious case, 1 death; 
Barrataria, 1 death; Amelia, 2 new cases; 
Gretna, 1 case, 1 death; Willswood, 2 new 
cases, 1 death. 

From Pensacola are reported twenty-two 
new cases and five deaths; from Vicksburg, 
six new cases and one death; from Natchez, 
eight new cases, 


PROOF OF SUICIDE IS FOUND. 


Revolver Picked Up Near Place Where 
Michaelowsky’s Body Was Discov- 
ered Shatters Murder Theory. 


The police theory that Frank Michaelow- 
sky was murdered was shattered yesterday 
by the finding of a revolver buried in the 
mud a short distance from the place where 
the young real estate dealer’s body was dis- 
covered in the river. Members of Michael- 
owsky’s family identified the weapon as one 
which he had owned. 

The revolver contained five cartridges, 
two of which had been used. The weapon 
showed that it had been fired recently. 

The murder theory centered in the fact 
that Michaelowsky had been at outs with a 
neighbor. Six men whe were arrested on 
suspicion of complicity imihis death were re- 
leased after the weapon s found, as there 
Was no evidence against them. Inspector 
Shippy is convinced now that the man com- 
mitted suicide.

PROTECTION IS PLEDGED. 


Executive Declares State’s Action

administration of an oath, and they can lay 
the foundation for prosecution for perjury. 


: Would Do Ohly Harm. 

“The investigation now in progress is 
manifestly so searching and so fair that I 
believe any counter investigation by our 
insurance office naturally would do more 
harm 
months’ time. 

“‘ After al], we could go through only the 
ordinary books and records of the companies 
involved, and would not have the slightest 
authority to dig into the operation of the 
subsidiary companies and syndicates. For 
this reason, while we have kept closely ‘n 
touch with the investigation day by day, we 
thus far have avoided taking’any hand in it, 
and the present policy of the Illinois au- 
thorities is to wait until the present excellent 
inquiry has been concluded and it’ results 
have been formulated in such a way as to 
indicate to us the proper action to be taken.” 
* Do you contemplate ultimately barring 
out of Illinois such great insurance com- 
panies as have been proved by the Arm- 
strong legislative investigation to have-been 
criminally regardless of the rights of their 
stockholders?” 


Thinks Missouri Wrong. 

“ There are many things of this character 
which cannot be decided offhand and which 
will have to await an opinion by the attorney 
general. It quite naturally may be a ques- 
tion of doubt as to whether we have any 
right to prohibit any insurance company do- 
ing business unless the question of its actual 
solvency is at stake. 

“I have looked into the Missouri law 
casually, and I have not been able to discover 
just what authority they have for the action 
they have taken in barring the New York 
Life from that state unless its deposes Pres- 
ident McCall and makes other changes in its 
management. . 

**Up to the present time,’’ concluded the 
governor, “in view of the fact that solvency 
is not at all im question, I believe we can best 
safeguard the interests of the hundreds of 
thousands of policy holders in Illinois by 
waiting until the conclusion of the legislative 
inquiry in New York and then taking such 
action as the report of that committee seems 
to indicate as necessary.” 


Inquiry Necessarily Limited. 

‘Under our present state laws, some of 
which are woefully behind the times,’’ said 
W. R. Vredenburgh, superintendent of in- 
surance, ‘‘ we are authorized to institute an 
examination of any insurance company do- 
ing business in this state whenever this de- 
partment deems it best to undertake such 
an inguiry. Furthermore, the company itself 
must bear the expense of the investigation. 

‘ff the facts which are common scandal 
today had come out in the newspapers and 
no other investigation were under way, this 
department without hesitation would order 
an inquiry into the books and accounts of 
the companies indicated. That inquiry, 
of course, would take months and it neces- 
sarily would be limited to the readily acces- 
sible records of the company. 

“We have no power to administer oaths, 
but we can require that certain statements 
shall be submitted to us under oath. It is 
absolutely ‘necessary to institute a personal 
investigation before one can approximate or 
understand the operations of a great insur- 
ance company. We would not have the 
slightest authority to go into the operation 
of the subsidiary companies and syndicates. 
In point of fact, ynder our existing law, our 
authority seems limited to the determination 
of the actual solvency of the life insurance 
companies doing business in the state of IIli- 
nois, 


Solvency Only Could Be Questioned. 


‘‘We cannot regulate salaries nor can we 
repress extravagance, even when proved, 
unless that extravagance Is so serious as to 
involve the question of payment of the actual 
contracts made in policies. We cannot de- 
termine the question of salaries nor can we 
fix the rate of dividend. 

‘*‘In fact, unless we take absolutely arbi- 
trary action on the theory that the com- 
panies would have to go to courts to estab- 
lish their right to do business it is doubtful 
if we could bar them out of the state of IIlli- 
nois unless we can show things which throw 
in doubt their downright solvency and their 
ability to perform their contracts. 

** Personally, I am inclined to believe that a 
good many of the things complained of inthe 
insurance business are, after all, the result 
of the modern methods of doing business and 
the apparent desire of évery one nowadays 
to gét rich quick at the expense of his neigh- 
bors, if necessary, but to get rich quick any- 
way, : 

‘Many o four banks, railroads, savings 
banks, trust companies, and big department 
houses are permeated with methods which 
are unfortunately similar to those which have 
produced such an outcry because of their 
discovery in the insurance world. 


All Wrong, of Course, but— 


“ These methods are wrong and they indi- 
cate an extraordinary disregcrd of personal 
and property rights. But it is not a time 
when conservative people and conservative 
states should lose their heads. 

“The New York investigating is evidently 
not whitewash. They are doing far more 
than we could hope to do, and I honestly 
believe in the interest of the people that an 
independent investigation by our department 
or by the departments of half a dozen differ- 
ent states, progressing at the same time as 
the other inquiry, only would embarraégsand 
hinder the New York investigation which has 
produced such splendid results.’’ 

When the president of one of the three 
great New York Insurance companies which 
have been under fire most recently was asked 
to consent to a joint investigation by the 
insurance commissioners of several different 
states he at first refused, but later on agreed 
to the scheme, provided no less than ten 
commonwealths could be induced to join to- 
gether and provided, especially, that one of 
the investigators should be John Jones Brink- 
erhoff; actuary of the Illinois insurance de- 
partment, whose capacity and integrity alike 
are recognized by the great insurance com- 
panies as well as by the insurance depart- 
ments of other states, many of which are 
sadly lacking in expert assistance. 


Bankruptcy the One Offense. 


I was much struck, therefore, by the 
thought suggested by Mr. Brinkerhoff when 
he said: 

“I have made personal investigations of 
the insurance companies for years. I want 
to call your attention to the fact that the 
revelations in regard to the Equitable As- 
surance society never would have taken 
piace had it not been for a quarrel among 
the officers. It was that which started the 
ball rolling and not any official discovery 
whatsoever. We necessarily are limited to 
an investigation into the assets of a com- 
pany. We are not authorized to prescribe 
the form of policy nor to dictate as to com- 
missioners nor to fix salaries. 

The purpose of our investigations always 
is to see that policy-holders are protected 
and thet their actual investment is good for 
its face value. We, of course, indirectly, can 
consider whether certain methods would in 
the end reduce the dividends on policies to 
such a degree as to render them less valuable 
or whether extravagances or bad methods 
might not create finally a condition of in- 
solvency. But in the long run you will find

that so long as the insurance companies ap- 
pear to be able to pay all their obligations, 
dollar for dollar, the insurance departments 
of the states are powerless to interfere.” 


Action Must Be Arbitrary. 

“Then you think you cannot bar an insur- 
ance company from the state until it is pal- 
pably on the verge of bankruptcy?’ 

“We cannot bar them except by purely 
arbitrary action. The Kansas Supreme court 
has held that an insurance department as an 
executive function of a state is the end of 
the law. That isto say, that if it decides that 
an insurance company is to be barred out you 
cannot sue for a mandamus to compe! it to 
admit the company to do business in that 
state. But, on the other hand, if the com- 
pany, after being barred out, should continue 
to do business, you would have to go intothe 
courts to punish it and then you would be 
dble to decide the right or wrong of the whole 
proceeding.”’ 

I gathered an immense amount of informa- 
tion In the insugance department regarding 
the methods of the great life companies and 
of the little fellows as well, of the fraternal 
organizations, of the purely assessment 
companies, and of the necessity for a revision 
of the insurance laws, entirely independent 
of the Neav York investigation, but all these 
things will necessarily become a part of 
future articles on the same subject. 


M’CURDY’S TURN COMES TODAY. 


President of Mutual Life Insurance 
Company Will Be Witness Before 
Legislative Committee. 


New York, -Oct. 9.—[Special.]—Richard A. 
McCurdy, president of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company, will appear as a witness be- 
fore the Armstrong legislative insurance 
committee tomorrow. 

The members of the committee belleve they 
struck a new lead in the Mutual's affairs 
which may develop sensational results. They 
have heard of the amount of money appearing 
on the company’s records as having been 
‘xpended in 1904 for advertising purposes is 
more than $200,000 in excess of the amount 
actually paid out. 

In this connection it is polnted out that the 
amount given by the Mutual in its annual 
report as having been expended for advertis- 
ing, printing, postage, and stationery was 
$1,134,833. In the same year the Equitable 
spent for the same purpose only $772,645 and 
the New York Life $851,284. President Mc- 
Curdy wlll be asked to explain why the 
Mutual's bill for these items was so much 
larger than that of either the Equitable or 
the New York Life. He will be asked also to 
produce the books showing the records of 
payment of the advertising account. 

The item of stationery included in the total 
of $1,134,833 also will be subject to inquiry. 
The insurance company records show the 
Mutual in 1904 paid out on this account 
$601,101, as compared with $275,060 paid out 
by the Equitable and $420,398 expended by 
the New York Life. 

In regard to the Mutual’s bill for station- 
ery, the committee’s attention was called to 
the- fact that a stationery store In the base- 
ment of the Mutual building is conducted by 
L. W. Lawrence. The establishment is a 
modest affair, so far as the outside appear- 
ance is concerned. 

In the rear of the Lawrence establishment, 
but in one entirely separate office, A. C. 
Fields, the Mutual’s superintendent of sup- 
plies, holds forth. Heis the Fields who has 
been mentioned as one of the Mutual’s chief 
legislative “‘ supervisors.” 

Fields, as superintendent of supplies, is 
under the direction of a committee known as 
the committee on supplies and expenditures. 
Robert Olyphant is chairman. The legisla- 
tive committee will want to know from Oly- 
phant what he did with $75,000 paid to him by 
the Mutual in 1904 and charged to legal ex- 
penses. This money, according to testimony, 
went to Olyphant on vouchers signed by him- 
self as chairman of the committee on sup- 
plies in three payments of $25,000 each. 

The legislative committee will want to 
know whether any of this money went to 
Supt. Fields for use in his capacity as legis- 
lative supervisor. 

It is certain now that James H. Hyde will 
voluntarily appear before the investigating 
committee to testify on the same condition as 
other witnesses.

Cummins rather questions the propriety of 
Tom Lawson's move to form a committee of 
governors and other prominent men to act 
for the policyholders tin the Equitable Insur- 
ance company matter. He said: 

“I don’t see that Lawson represents any- 
thing connected with the insurance company 
in question, except possibly through the 
proxies he may hold.”’ 


Will Not Debar Companies. 

Columbus, O., Uct. 9.—State Insurance Com- 
missioner Vorys tuday declared that he would 
not follow the example of those insurance 
commissioners who are taking action to debar 
the big eastern life insurance companies from 
their states. Mr. Vorys said that the Ohio 
law gives him power to revoke the license 
of a foreign insurance company doing busi- 
ness in Ohio only when it appeared to him 
unsound or insolvent. He does not think 
that the Equitable, the New York Life, and 
the Mutual are insolvent.

Philip Henrici Jr., son of the former caterer 
has filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy in the 
United states District court. The petition sets 
up debts aggregating $23,749.48, and the assets are 
estimated at $318.

30,000 Strikers. 


100 DIE IN SUNDAY RIOT? 


Police Conceal Number of. Dead, 
but Admit That Seventy-five 
Were Wounded.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


MOSCOW, Oct. 9.—The city is full of troops, 


who are enforcing quiet and keeping the 
30,000 strikers quiet. The neighborhood of 
rioting yesterday is cordoned by soldiers. 
The authorities say nobody was killed in the 
fighting between the rioters and troops, but 
admit that seventy-five persons were wound- 
ed. Unofficial accounts of the affair state 
that from ten to a hundred persons were 
killed. : 

It is reported that another riot occurred 
in the suburbs eat noon today in which the 
crowd threw stones and fired revolvers at a 
party of Cossacks. The Cossacks dismounted 
and fired two volleys into the crowd, killing 
ten and injuring several. The horses of the 
Cossacks, frightened by the firing, bolted 
along the boulevard, overthrowing and in- 
juring many persons. The police deny the 
affair. 

Owing to the strike of the bakers it was 
impossible to obtain any fresh bread today. 
The. strike of the printers prevents the pub- 
lication of the newspapers. The street cars 
are not running, the employés of the com- 
panies also being on strike. 


Will Continue Strike. 

A meeting of workmen held during the 
day sent a deputation to the chief of police 
to ask permission for the holding of @ mass- 
meeting to discuss questions relating to the 
strike. Notwithstanding that this request 
was refused, a crowd of 2,000 persons as- 
sembled at 8 o’clock this evening in the 
presence of strong detachments of Cossacks 
and other troops and resolved to continue the 
strike until all the employegs had granted the 
strikers’ demands. ’ 

The meeting then dispersed after voting 
to reassemble tomorrow. 

Two hundred strikers were arrested at 
the Philipoff bakery today and taken to the 
courtyard of police headquarters, where they 
were severely beaten before being released. 
None of the Philipoff bakery strikers was 
killed. 

The strike of bakers has caused a sharp 
rise in the price of bread, and the supply is 
sufficient only for two days. 

The railroad employés are threatening to 
join the ranks of the strikers. 


Plot Is Exposed in Tiflis. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 9.—The throwing 
of bombs at the troops in Tiflis yesterday 
evening which resulted in the soldiers firing 
on the people appears to have been the out- 
come of an organized plot. Ten bombs were 
thrown simultaneously in the vicinity of 
three barracks in widely separated quarters 
of the city. Shots were fired at the soldiers 
as they rushed outt of the barracks. One Cos- 
sack and one bomb thrower were killed and 
twenty pefsons wete wounded. 


FEAR RIOT IN BUDAPEST TODAY. 


Hungarian Police Expect Trouble from 
Students and Coalitionists When 
Parliament Reassembles. 


BUDAPEST, Oct. 9.—When parliament re- 
assembles tomorrow it will face a situation 
of the greatest confusion. 

Great numbers of students will proceed 
to the parliament buildings tomorrow, all 
wearing mourning, and carrying a black cof- 
fin inscribed, ‘‘ The constitution hds expired.” 

All possible steps have been taken to se- 
cure order during the sitting. The coalition 
leaders have abandoned their original in- 
tention to disregard the royal message again 
proroguing the diet. They will protest 
against permenent adjournment, but will 
respect the king-emperor’s message. 

The compromise program which the coali- 
tion leaders requested Herr von Szogyenyl- 
Marich, the Austro-Hungarian ambassador 
at Berlin (at present on his estate at Csor, 
Hungary), to submit to the king-emperor 
seemingly has proved a failure, as his majes- 
ty has not yet indicated any intentfon to re- 
ceive the ambassador for this purpose. 

According to the newspapers, Gen. Baron 
Fejervary already has been reappointed pre- 
mier. 


COUNTRIES DIVIDED AT LAST. 


Norway Storthing Votes to Accept 
Treaty with Sweden on Subject 
of Dissolution. 


CHRISTIANIA, Oct. 10.—After two days 
spent in excited diScussion the storthing, at 
1:30 o’clock this morning, proceeded to a 
division of the proposal of the republican 
minority to submit the Karlstad agreement 
concerning the dissolution of the union be- 
tween Norway and Sweden to a referendum. 

The proposal was rejected by a vote of 108 
to 8. 

The treaty with Sweden was then accepted 
by a vote of 101 to 16. This is the final act 
of the disunion of the two countries. 


HUMAN EAR FROM CAPTIVE. 


British Consulate Gets Grewsome Pack- 
age from Brigands, Who Want $30,- 
000 Ransom for Englishman.

SALONICA, Oct. 9.—A packet containing 
a human ear has been delivered to the Brit- 
ish consulate at Monastir, accompanied by 
a letter stating the ear wascut from an Eng- 
lishman named Willis, whose death was 
threatened unless a ransom of $30,000 was 
paid before Oct. 14. Willis was employed by 
a Turkish tobacco company and was cap- 
tured by brigands in July.

TEMPERANCE AND ITS ENEMY 
JOIN TO FIGHT ARMY CANTEEN. 


Brig. Gen. Williams in Report Declares 
Both Elements Qppose Best Interests 
of Soldier. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—In his annual re 
port to the secretary of war, Brig. Gen. Con- 
‘stant Willlams, comamnding the department 
of the Columbia, urges the restoration of 
the army canteen, and he says: 

“This is a most unusual and interesting 
question, for in it we find the union of the 
two most antagonistic elememts in American 
society working hand in hand against the 
best interests of the soldier. In the first 
place, we have the great temperance society, 
whose general influence for good and nota- 
ble work cannot be too highly commended, 
but who, in this particular case, with the 
best intentions, are making a serious mis- 
take. 

‘* Joined with them in the agitation against 
the army canteen are the producers of whisky 
and their creatures, the saloonkeepers, who 
make a livelihood by the sale of alcoholic 
drinks, often of the most unwholesome and 
villainous character. The whisky guild 
argues quite correctly, that if the soldier 
is prevented from getting beer and light 
wines in the canteen, he will be virtually 
forced to patronize the saloons and dog- 
geries, which under this system, have sprung 
up like mushrooms at the gates of all army 
garrisons. 

“AS an example, in Vancouver, with a 
population of about 4,000, there are twenty- 
two saloons, all situated as near the garrison 
as practicable. 

“Some of them in addition to gelling a 
poor quality of whisky, also furnish facilities 
for gambling and other evils. 

“To these dens of infamy the canteen 
law is a big dividend paying charter. secur- 
ing them in power to degrade, demoralize, 
and rob the American goldier.’’

SAID TO BE IN CONTROL oF TER- 
MINAL TRANSFER COMPANY. 


Reorganization Plan for the Corpora- 


Annual M of the Stockholders 
~-Report Shows Decrease of In- 
come for Last Fiscal Year—Exper- 
imental Steel Passenger Coach Or- 
dered by the Erie for Suburban Use 


The future of the Chicago Terminal Trans- 
fer company will be decided tomorrow at the 
= meeting of the stockholders, which 

1 be held in the general offices at the Grand 
Central station. It will then be determined 
whether the company is to be reorganized or 
g0 into the hands of a receiver. A reorgan- 
ization scheme probably will be presented. 

There has been much speculation during 
the last three or four months as to who has 
been buying Chicago Terminal stock. For 
awhile the stock of the company rose rapidly 
under heavy buying. although the reports 
showed that the road:was losing money every 
month, and there have been two defaults in 
the bond interest. 

The latest and most trustworthy reports 
are that John R. Walsh has secured control 
of the road and will take it over as a part of 
ee — he is building from the Indiana coal 


It had been asserted that the Lake Shore 
and Rock Island had united im the purchase 
of the road, but a high official of the Lake 
Shore road said his road had no interest in 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer, and that it 
was his understanding that Mr. Walsh had 
secured control. He declared the news had 
come to him {n such a way that he had every 
reason to believe it true. 


Business Done by the Road. 


At the end of the fiscal year the company 
showed a total income decrease of $30,000, as 
compared with the previous year, and a de- 
crease in operating expenses of $100,000. 
Taxes increased $17,000 and the.interest on 
the mortgage debt $28,000, making the deficit 
for the year $169,045. ~ 

The last report showed $948,627 current re- 
cources and $1,240,454 current and contingent 
liabilities. The total debt of the company 
then amounted to $16,184,000, with annual 
interest charges amounting to $657,700. The 
total earnings of the company for the year 
were $1,540,113, or about two and one-half 
times the interest charges, but $389,000 in 
excess of the operating expenses. 


Steel Passenger Coach Ordered. 

The Erie railroad has placed an order with 
a car company at Dayton, O., for the con- 
struction of an experimental steel passen- 
ger coach, which will be used in the suburban 
service in the New York district. If this 
coach proves successful, it is likely that the 
Erie will adopt it as the standard passenger 
coach for the entire system, equipping the 
suburbah service first. 

During the last few months the manage- 
ment has been testing a steel postal car 
and a steel baggage car, which so far have 
been giving satisfaction. It is believed from 
the experiments that a much stronger car 
can be made of steel and that it will last 
much longer in service, but its principal 
feature in the passenger service is that in 
case of wreck it will not burn. 


Railway Uses Fairport Harbor. 

The Baltimore and Ohio is making use of 
the harbor at Fairport, O., and as the resu!t 
of careful attention given to dredging a sat- 
isfactory depth of water is maintained, The 
steamer J. C. Wallace, with 10,310 gross tons 
of ore, recently came into the harbor and 
went out without the use of a tug. 

Stewart B. Shaw has been appointed as- 
sistant to W. W. Wood, industrial agent of 
the Baltimore and Ohio. His duties will con- 
sist of giving expert advice to fruit and 
truck growers and farmers along the line of 
the road, with the object of improving the 
crops and improving traffic. His héeadquar- 
ters will be at Parkersburg, W. Va. 

Royal Allen has been appointed city passen- 
ger agent of the Baltimore and Ohio at Chi- 
cago. He has been private secretary to B. 
N. Austin, general passenger agent of the 
road. He succeeds Frank C. Wells, who has 
retired on account of fll health.

Greene's secretary, had offered some Weeks 
ago to give evidence for $5,000 or a good job. 

Among things which Miller would be glad 
to furnish for value received, said Baldwin, 
was documentary evidence of the close rela- 
tions existing between Carner, the present 
receiver of the Bermudeg asphaM lake, and 
the A. L. Barber interests, now receiving 
its product, and copies of interesting cable- 
grams to and from Caracas during the revo- 
lution. 


Appeal for More Money. 

Miller also offered to make an afiidavit 
that an incriminating letter had been trans- 
mitted to the company by Nicoll, Anablie, 
and Lindsay from revyélutionary sources, 
asking the company for more money, arms, 
and ammunition. 

Orray BE. Thurber, another witness, backed 
up his affidavit, declaring that the Hermudez 
asphalt people had formented the revolution.

STIRS A GERMAN SCHOLAR, 


Dr. Theodor Zincke Declares ‘‘Govern- 
ment Official Treated Him Like a 


Chinaman.” 


Dr. Theodor Zincke, professor of chemistry 
in the University of Marburg, Germany, who 
passed through Chicago yesterday on his way 
to New York, declared that, although he 
had traveled all over Europe, Asia, and Af- 
rica, he never before received such discour- 
teous treatment as was given him when he 
entered the United States. He asserted that 
on his way to Seattle last week he was 
‘* treated like a chinaman’”’ and forced to pay 
a fee of $2 before he was allowed to cross 
the boundary line.”’ 

Prof. Zincke was a classmate of Ira Rem- 
sen, one of the authorities on chemistry in 
the United States. His visit to Chicago was to 
renew his friendship with two of his former 
pupils, Dr. Max Henius and Dr. Robert Wahl. 
To them he asserted that on his arrival in 
Germany he will lay the matter before the 
bureau of foreign affairs. 

He is accustomed to spend three months 
of every year in travel, and this year he 
came to America to view the grand cafion 
of the Colorado and to visit Alaska. On his 
return from the Klondike he took a steamer 
from Vancouver to Seattle, and it was while 
on board this boat that an ** official ” ** treat- 
ed him like a Chinaman.”’ After he had an- 
swered “ numberless interrogations,” he was 
told that *“‘he was an alien,’’ and was com- 
pelled to pay $2 as a fee for being allowed 
to land. He is at a loss to know whether 
the “ official’’ represented the bureau of 
commerce and labor, or was a swindler.

Some of the objections raised by the 
mayor to the ordinance drafted by the Chi- 
cago City railway company are trivial and 
far fetched.

LIFE INSURANCE. EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Much evidence has been brought out re- 
cently showing that the premiums paid to 
life insurance companies are excessive. For 
instance, the average actual cost of a whole 
life insurance policy taken out at’the age 
of 30 is almost $17 per $1,000 of insurance. 
” premium. 
But in substantially all of the level premium 


about $24 a year. 

The cost of insurance to the insured 
should not be higher than is needed for com- 
plete protection... One effect of excessive 
premiums is to discourage some persons 
from insuring. Another effect is to provide 
a surplus fund out of which extravagant 
commissions can be paid to agents and ex- 
travagant salaries paid to the man who has 
secured control of an insurance eompany 
and to members of his family without af- 
fecting its solvency. 

The McCurdy family got $4,000,000 for 
services which were not worth a tithe of 
that sum. The commissions of general 
agents have been out of all proportion to the 
value of their work. Notwithstanding this 
reckless management the reserve funds of 
the companies have not been impaired. 
Thirty years ago the percentage of expense 
to income for ten large companies was 11.8 
per cent. Two years ago it was 19.9 per 
cent. Excessive premiums have enabled 
the companies to stand the strain of a need- 
less increase in operating expenses. 

The policy holders have been made to pay 


a surplus out of which the officers might 
make political subscriptions, buy members 


poor lawyers, give banquets, and indulge 
their love for social extravagance. 

In the light of the revelation of this year 
present and potential policy holders have a 
right to demand three things. They are: 

1. That they be not required to pay ex- 
cessive premiums, thereby promoting ex- 


2. That there shall be an end to the reck-

prises; that it shall not be placed in the 
hands of syndicates to be used in palming 
off inflated securities on a credulous public; 
and that it shall not be used to assistirail- 
road magnates in their attempts to get or 
to retain control of property that does not 
belong to them. i 

The money of the policy holders should be 
put in securities which will not fail unless 
the government shall fail. Honest mana- 
gers of an insurance company will keep 
clear of international marine companies, 
“ collateral trust ” bonds, and the “ indus- 
trials.” They will buy gilt edged real es- 
tate mortgages, the bonds of states and of 
solvent cities and counties, and the. first 
mortgage bonds’ of dividend paying rail- 
roads. It is nonsense to say that an insur- 
ance company cannot get the good securities 
it needs for investment purposes unless it 
shall form entangling alliances with trust 
companies or take part in the underwriting 
projects of promoters, the company provid- 
ing the money and the promoters keeping 
most of the profits. 

The policy holders ask that their funds be 
taken out of Wall street and the whirlpool 
of speculation and be administered frugally 
and honestly. The first step in that direc- 
tion will be the reduction of premiums to a 
just figure. If the companies will not make 
the reduction voluntarily they should be 
forced to make it. ;

of the people at court, and of the military au- 
thorities, with the result that he was dis- 
missed from the_army, in which he held the 
rank of an officer on the retired list. 

An injustice seems to have been ‘perpe- 
trated in his case, at any rate, of a technical 
character, and while it cannot be denied that 
his utterances, especially in the reichsrath, 
were incompatible with the obligations of an 
officer of the emperor, the means adopted of 
getting rid of him were, to say the least, un- 
fortunate. A fellow officer of the name of 
Count Desfour seems to have complained 

‘that he had not been sufficiently quick in the 

settlement of a debt of honor; that is to say, 
of a gambling debt, and Sternberg was so in- 
dignant at this insinuation that he threat- 
ened to box Count Desfour’s ears. After the 
judge advocate general had decided that 
there was no ground for a court martial, two 
courts of honor in succession, composed of 
officers of the Sixth and Bighth dragoon 
regiments, to which.the two counts respect- 
ively belonged, decided that Sternberg had 
been guilty of no dereliction in the matter of 
honor, and that the insinuation brought 
against him by Count Desfour was, there- 
fore, unjustified. But each court of honor 
blamed him for having threatened to smack 
Desfour’s face. Both officers were borne on 
the retired list of the respective dragoon reg- 
iments in question. Had they been on the 
active list, Count Sternberg would have ren- 
dered himself liable to five years’ imprison~- 
ment and dismissal in disgrace from the 
army, since an insult of this kind directed 
against an officer is regarded as an indignity 
offered, not alone to himself, but also to 
the emperor, whose uniform he is wearing. 
Count Sternberg was thereupon deprived of 
nis commission as a retired officer and dis- 
missed in disgrace from the army, for having 
thus threatened a fellow retired officer. 

Now, there is a serious doubt as to whether 
retired officers who have reéntered civilian 
life are amenable to the same discipline as 
officers on the active lst, and, realizing this, 
the minister of war, when called to accoum 
in parliament for the arbitrary dismissal of 
Count Adalbert Sternberg, was foolish 
enough to allege that the cashiering had 

‘been due to an infraction of the ethics con- 
cerning the settlement of debts of honor. 
—o 


The result of this is that, although every 
one in his sober senses, is convinced that 
Count Sternberg is totally unfitted by his 
violence and eccentricity to hold a commis- 
sion in the army, yet all are equally agreed 
that he has been the victim of an injustice 
on the part of the military authorities, many 
well known members of the Austrian aris- 
tocracy, such as, for instance, Princess Paul- 
ine Matternich, having placed themselves 
on record {n writing as taking this view, in 
letters addressed to the count. As he hap- 
pens to be a member of parliament he avails 
himself of every. concetvable opportunity to 
bring his grievances about the matter before 
the house, denouncing the war department 
with the most extravagant bitterness of lan- 
guage and invariably reminding parliament 
of what is a matter of historical record— 
namely: that the Sternbergs have for many 
hundreds of -years been amongst the loyal 
and devoted adherents of the house‘of Haps- 
burg, and that his father had been oneof the 
most celebrated generals of the army, who 
had been decorated with the order of the 
Golden Fleece, and who had likewise received 
the loftiest military distinction in Europe— 
namely: the star in diamonds of the order 
of Maria Theresa, that is to say, a reward 
only given to commanding generals who have 
performed some act of the most conspicuous 
gallantry, in addition to winning a victory 
against overwhelming odds.

Count Sternberg, taking advantage of his 
position as an officer on the retired list, served 
on the Boer side throughout the gfeater part 
of the war in South Africa, and when taken 
prisoner insisted that he had been following 
the operations as a noncombatant in behalf 
of the Austrian war department. No steps 
were taken by the English authorities to in- 
vestigate this plea. He was set at liberty, 
allowed to go to Cape Town, and to sail for 
England, where, on his arrival, he made his 
way to London. There he was for a few 
days a lion of the salons, asa distinguished 
Austrian officer, just home from the seat of 
war. He was invited to attend a session of 
the house of commons in the distinguished 
strangers’ gallery, and had a dinner given 
in his honor by sevéral members of parlia- 
ment at the house of commons, at which 
Prime Minister Balfour and several other 
members of the cabinet were present to meet 
him. It was only a day or two later that the 
true circumstances of Kis service In Africa 
were ascertained, and he was requested to at 
once leave England under the threat of being 
placed under arrest as a prisoner of war. 

~~: 


The question will naturally be asked, why 
Count Desfour, on being threatened by Stern- 
berg with personal violence, should not have 
challenged him:to a duel instead of complain- 
ing to the military authorities. But it is a 
strict rule in these affairs of honor that no 
duel should take ‘place Where any question 
of money Is directly or indirectly concerne d, 
the origin of thisrule being of course the idea 
to prevent men who are clever swordsmen 
or good pistol shots from availing themselves 
of their skill to kill their creditors, and in- 
cidentally wipe out their debts. So strict 
are the ethics in this respect that if a man 
happens to be in another individaul’s debt 
he cannot demand from him satisfaction bv 
single combat no matter how grievous the 
indignity or injury which he has suffered 
until he has liquidated the obligation in ques- 
tion to the last penny. 

I may add in conclusion that the Austrian 
minister of war, as if not content with de- 
priving Sternberg of his commission, issued 
recently a general order to the effect that 
Officers of the army were relieved of the 
obligation of fighting duels with the count in 
connection with any utterances that he 
might make, intimating that these utter- 
ances were irresponsible and unworthy of 
being treated in any way seriously.

If Emperor Francis Joseph received the 
five chosen representatives of the Hungarian 
parliamentary coalition the other day so curt- 
ly and with such an absence of any concilia- 
tory disposition towards them it must be 
ascribed to the presence among them of the 
former Hungarian premier, Baron Banffy, 
who is generally believed to have instigated 
the treasonable:' pamphlet published at Pesth 
entitled *‘ The Hungarian Crisis and the .i0- 
henzollerns,’’ recommending that Hungary 
should cut itself loose, not merely from the 
Austrian empire but also from the Haps- 
burgs, and enter the confederation known 
as the German empire, as one of the federal] 
states of the latter under the rule of a Ho- 
henzollern prince. The actual publisher of 
the pamphlet is already in jail on a charge 
of high treason, but it has been impossible 
to secure legal proof of the baron’s complicity 
in the matter. I hear, however, that the sug 
picion against him is sufficiently strong to 
warrant his removal from the high office 
which he occupies at the court of Buda- 
pest. 

Banffy is a most peculiar man, of neither 
birth nor education, and who, moreover, is 
not a Catholic, but a rigid Calvinist. He 
worked his way up from the lowest grade of 
the official hierarcy to the position of pro- 
vincial governor, from which he was trans 
ferred to @ seat in the cabinet, eventually 
becoming preméer.

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NEGROES IN THE NORTH 
CROWD INTO CITIES. 


Washington the Largest Black City in 
the World, with New York Sec- 
ond and Chicago Third. 


The national capital of the United States 
is the largest negro city in the world. This 
is one of the striking results of migration 
of rural negroes to the cities and of southern 
negroes to the north, which fn the last ten 
years has increased the negro population of 
Chicago to 35,000, of New York to 70,000, -of 
Washington to 90,000, and of all the eastern 
and midwestern cities to a number which 
justifies the attempts which have been made 
in half a dozen communities—St. Louis, Phil- 
adelphia, New York, Boston, Chicago, Balti- 
more, Washington—to find out by first hand 
dispassionate inquiries what are the econom- 
ic and social conditions of these colonies. 

Through the coéperation of Dr. Du Bois 


| of Atlanta university, Booker T. Washing- 


ton of Tuskegee, and other leaders of the 
race, together with such agencies and in- 
vestigators as Greenwich house. New York: 
South End house, Boston: the Frederick 
Douglass center, and Trinity mission, Chi- 
cago, and the like, a general survey of the 
situation has been gotten together in a spe- 
cial number of Charities, the NewYork 
journal of philanthropy and social advance. 
The extent of negro migration to the north 
is indicated by the fact that in a great ma- 
jority of the counties of Virginia, in the 
last ten years, there has been an actual de- 
crease in the number of negroes, Of each 
10,000 negroes born in the south Atlantic 
states, 247 lived in the north Atlantle states 
in 1890 and 403 in 1900. The number of non- 
caucasian natives of the south living fn 
the north Atlantic and north central states 
increased nearly 50 per cent from 1890 to 1900. 
om 

In the cities of the north the negro has 
& more severe struggle for existence than 
on southern plantations or in southern towns. 
His difficulties are accurately reflected in 
the high death rates, especially the frightful 
mortality of the negro child. Roughly, in 
proportion to their respective numbers. for 
one .white in 1900, six negroes died from 
diphtheria and croup, two. from whooping 
cough, ten from malarial fever, two from 
diarrheal diseases, between two and three 
from consumption, two from heart disease, 
two from pneumonia, and nearly two from 
diseases of the nervous system.

As a haven for those unable to bear up 
under the pressure of new industrial con- 
ditions in the south the northern city is no 
solution. When the negro is excluded from 
industrial opportunities we have the Clark 
street strike breaker; when kept from decent 
streets and obliged to live beside the worst 
of his own race and of all races we have 
the breeding of negro criminals: when earn- 
ing only the wage of menials we have the 
working mother and the broken homes whose 
cost {s paid in disease and shiftlessness. 

On the other hand, when the negro father 
is not held by the courts to the same ac- 
countability as the white bread winner. there 
follows wife desertion, illegitimacy, and kin- 
dred ills; when the “‘ basket habit.” or the 
old attitude of the slave toward property 
rights is winked at, not only does {it breed 
larger thieving, but it destroys the economic 
motive; when the negro yoter, as Dr. Du 
Bois pictures him in Philadelphia, {s bandied 
by the ward bosses and treated with no 
sense of the Integrity of his citizenship he 
responds in kind; when a “ black skin and 
the ability to pay rent,” to quote a speaker 
at a business league meeting in New York.

Lilian Brandt, secretary of the commit- 
tee on social research of the New York Char- 
ity Organization society, writes: 

“The negro population in our ¢itties has 
the marks of a migrant group and grows 
chiefly by the addition of young men and 
women from the country. There Is an ex- 
cess of sixty-six females fn every thousand 
in the cities, as compared with an excess 
of four among the white, while the rural 
negro population shows an excess of ten 
males in a thousand. In nine northen cities 
66 per cent of the negroes are between 15 
and 45 as against 47 per cent of the native 
white population Only 20 per cent of the 
negroes are children under 15. 
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In the three great Chicago strikes of re- 
cent years, the building trades strike of 
1899, the stockyards strike, and the recent 
teamsters’ strike, negro strike breakers have 
figured. A study of these strikes has been

ber represented the coal drivers at the Phil- 
adelphia convention of the brothérhood of 
teamsters in August. There are a half dozen 
negro delegates to the Chicago Federation 
of. Labor, and several negro local union offi- 
cers. Yet it still remains that in times of 
industrial peace the more desirable places 
are closed against negroes, either because 
the employers will not hire them or the men 
will not work with them.”

A few hours’ travel by water above New 
Orleans, on the west bank of that majestic 
terrent, you will find what was formerly 
the mouth of the Bayou Plaquemine. Once 
upon a time steamboats plied between the 
great city and the rich country, then known 
as the Attakapas, the richest agricultural 
region in the world. There was a vast net- 
work of waterways—the Lafourche, the Ter- 
tebonne, the Boeuf, the Teche, and the Atcha- 
falaya—opening up to commerce a dozen of 
the most productive parishes in the state, 
where prosperous planters dwelt and culti- 
vated enormous crops of sugar, rice, etc. 

Running west from New Orleane one passes 
through some 150 miles of this fertile and 
thickly populated country, which, in the 
old days, was reached through Bayou Plaque- 
mine and tts connecting streams. By means 
of those innumerable channels the planters 
traveled to and fro, sent their crops to mar- 
ket, and received in turn the enormous ship- 
ments needed on thelr lands. A fleet of 
small, swift steamboats handled this traffic 
with expedition, and at reasonable rates, A 
planter could ship his sugar at New Iberia, 
more than 300 miles distant by water, with 


New Orleans within three days. And this 
process, added te the cost of the return 
freights, represented only a moderate tax 
upon his finances. 
. = 

Then Came Reconstruction. 

Then came reconstruction with its attend- 
ant afflictions, and then ft was that the 
mouth of the Bayou Plaquemine was closed. 
A wuge dike was built across ft and cheap 
and practicable communication with the 
region mentioned ceased. 

There was a railroad, of course. There 
usually its. A New York gentleman of the 
name 'of Morgan had just eighty miles of 
track—from New Orleans straight west to 
Berwick’s bay. : 

From that time on everything had to go 
that way. Beyond Berwick’s bay the Mor- 
gan boats did the rest. Competition died, 
with the logical consequences to shippers. 

Along in 1868 a few adventurous persons, 
chiefly from Ohio and Illinois, came to the 
Attakapas and bought large tracts of land. 
Conspicuous among these were John B. 
Lyon, Daniel Thompson, and Walker and 
Brunson of Chicago. | é 

It didn't take them long to realize that their 
transportation expenses were two or three 
times greater than they ought to be. Sothey 
clubbed in and bought a steamboat of their 
own. Bayou Plaquemine was still closed, but 
by going 100°*or 200 miles farther they 
could get into the Mississippi, through the 
Atchafalaya and Red river, and still save at 
least 50 per cent on freights. 

This did not please the railroad people, and, 
as the northern colony increased, it pleased 
them stfllless. I think the rebate idea must 
Have been cradled about that time, for the 
‘outside boat’’ went out of commission a 
little later and the big men of the northern 
colony showed no signs of distress. 

Not long afterwards they began to erect 
central refineries, and the small fry planters 


feeling instinctively that the great men could 


' tackle the railroad better than they could, 
| sold their crops to the refiners and went out of 


business as independent shippers. Therein 
they were unusually wise.
